According to Dailey, the tests 
will be used by teachers and ad- 
ministrators to see if each student 
is ‘‘competent’’ in the areas 
tested. 

If a student is not 
‘‘competent’’ in an area, Dailey 
said teachers will help the student 
overcome the deficiency. 

A student showing 


Dailey said students who 
answered less than 80 percent of 
the test questions correctly might 
be tested again. A student who 
correctly answers more than 80 
percent of the questions is con- 
sidered ‘‘competent”’ in that area 
by the board of education. 

Dailey said the state board of 
education is considering using the 
tests as an ‘‘exit’’ test for high- 
school seniors. Seniors found not 
“‘competent’’ would not be 


The test can also be used to 
determine teaching weaknesses. 
If several students in a class are 
‘*incompetent”’ in an area, Dailey 
said teaching would be looked at. 

Parents of students who took 
the tests last spring will be able to 
examine the test results of their 
child, Dailey. He suggested 
parents call school offices to 
make sure the results are 
available because some are not 
yet summarized.

Teacher transfer 
ignites tumult

The shifting patterns of school 


enrollment.in Shelby County are—-short»ofteachers, yet ther total» 


leading to major headaches and 
court cases for the school board. 

Mrs. Jennifer Williams, who 
the board voted to transfer from 
Montevallo High School to 
Pelham (see other story) because 
of enrollment variations, has in- 
dicated she will take her transfer 
to court if necessary. 

Other transfers of teachers are 
being contemplated, according to 
Superintendent Charles Knowles, 
in order to match up the required 
number of teachers with the 
students. 

Some schools within the coun- 
ty system have shown unexpected 
enrollment drops this year while 
others have shown unexpected 
gains. 

Elementary, middle and high 
schools are all affected, and 
school personnel are searching 
for the reasons for the unusual 
shifts. 

The net result is that some 


schools have more teachers than 
required, and other schpals are 


enrollment in the system is just a 
little more than last year. 

Teacher transfers have been 
made in the past, but this is the 
first time that a challenge to the 
law has been made. 

According to Wayne Sumners, 
director of the Alabama Educa- 
tion Association’s UniServ divi- 
sion, the law. provides that 
tenured teachers may be transfer- 
red within the system if notified 
before July 1. Mrs. Williams was 
not asked to transfer until after 
school started, however, because 
the drop in Montevallo’s enroll- 
ment was not known until then. 
She asked the AEA to intervene 
in her behalf. 

Superintendent Charles 
Knowles says the board’s at- 
torneys think the transfer is legal. 

Mrs. Williams has 15 days to 
ask for a hearing, and the school 
board has 15 days after that to set

Tag system revamped, 
‘but mail still best 


The easiest way to get an 
automobile tag is by mail, accor- 
ding to Cecilia Ebert of the 
Shelby County tax assessor’s of- 
fice. The office started processing 
early mail-ins even before the Oc- 
tober 1 opening day of tag 
season. 

Mrs. Ebert told the Reporter 
Monday that long waits are 
avoided if auto owners mail in 
the full receipt they received 
recently, with a check in the cor- 
rect amount. The amount due is 
shown on the last block on the 
lower right hand side of the 
receipt marked, ‘‘Total tag and 
tax if mailed.” 

Those who use the mail-in 
system will receive their decal and 
the top copy of the receipt by 
mail within a few days. However, 
mail-ins must be in the tax 
assessor’s office before 
November 1, she said. 

For the many others who 
prefer to come to the courthouse, 
the procedure is much like it was 
in former years. The first stop is 
the tax assessor’s office; then the 
probate office and tax collector’s 
office. 

**Bring your full tax receipt,”” 
is the first advice Mrs. Ebert gives 
to taxpayers. ‘‘Don’t tear off any 
of the copies.”’ 


If a person arrives at the office 
without the receipt, or with an in- 
complete receipt, the office 
workers will have to go to the 
‘book’ and rewrite it. This will 
make the wait longer, Mrs. Ebert 
says. 

If a person did not buy a tag in 
Shelby County last year, he or 
she must bring a receipt from the 
other county. If the receipt is 
lost, ‘*It gets a lot more involved, 
and we have to have a title,”’ 
Mrs. Ebert says. 

The best time to come to the 
courthouse is around 2 p.m. in 
the middle of the week, Mrs. 
Ebert adds. Usually the busiest 
hours are early in the morning, at 
lunchtime, and on Mondays and 
Fridays. 

The tax that tag buyers pay will 
be for last year. The tag cost is 
for a partial period into next 
year. During 1981 the remainder 
of the tag will be due. 

Tag buyers can check with the 
assessor to find out which month 
they will buy their tags in the 
future. The mew system is 
alphabetical, based on the first 
letter of the last name. From 1981 
on, with the staggered tag system, 
it should be easier for everyone, 
Mrs. Ebert says, with no long 
lines in October and November.

Latest decision on health care center 


see-saws to Brookwood-SMH proposal

For the third time a different 
decision has been made on who 
should build a health care center 
in the Riverchase area. 

The application from Shelby 
Memorial and Brookwood 
Hospitals was approved by the 
board of directors of the Birm- 
ingham Regional Health Systems 
Agency Tuesday night. 

Last week the technical com- 
mittee of the agency disapproved 
the Shelby-Brookwood applica- 
tion and approved the applica- 
tion from Baptist Medical 
Centers. 

That decision was the opposite 
of the recommendation from the 
staff of the azency. 


BRHSA’s directors were told 
by Dr. Stacy Childs, a physician 
on the staff of Shelby and 
Brookwood hospitals, that if the 
Brookwood-Shelby application 
was not approved, Shelby 
Memorial Hospital would en- 
counter ‘‘financial disaster,’’ 

Childs told the board that they 
had approved a forty bed expan- 
sion project for Shelby and if the 
health center were given to Bap- 
tist those beds would not be used. 

That might result in higher 
taxes for Shelby County residents 
and possibly the sale of the 
hospital he said. 

At last week’s meeting the 
staff's recommendations were 
reversed by the technical commit- 


tee after Dennis Hall, executive 
vice-president of Baptist Medical 
Centers, told the committee that 
his organization’s center would 
be better. He said costs to pa- 
tients would be less, more care 
would be given to persons who 
could not pay for health care and 
more services would be offered. 


BRHSA’s staff had recom- 
mended the Baptist application 
not be approved because both 
Shelby Memorial and 
Brookwood Hospitals would be 
by-passed to get to the Baptist 
Hospitals. Persons needing over- 
night care at a hospital would be 
transferred from the health 
centers, which are basically doc- 


tors’ offices with emergency 
facilities. 

The staff also said the Baptist 
center’s project cost was too 
high. Hall told the technical com- 
mittee last week that a way had 
been found to reduce the cost of 
the project. 

Another factor in the the 
board’s decision Tuesday to 
reverse the technical committee’s 
recommendation was care given 
to Medicaid and Medicare pa- 
tients. : 

Hall told the technical commit- 
tee last week that Baptist had 
provided free cage to over 5,600 
outpatients and more than 1,000 
inpatients at a cost of $2.2

million, He also told the commit- 
tee that Brookwood had 
acknowledged that «they 
discourage indigent and medicaid 
patients. 

BRHSA’s staff summary of

No one can say when Shelby 
County landowners will receive 
their ad valorem tax bill this year. 
This will be the second year in a 
row when they arrive later than 
the usual date of mid-September. 

Tax assessor Bibbie Reynolds, 
is now going over the first com- 
puter run of the entire tax 
records, checking for errors, 

After the editing is finished, 
the records will go to the county 
computer for the full abstract. 
Mrs. Reynolds told the county 
commission at a budget hearing 
Monday that it may be “next 
week or week after next’’ before 
her records are ready for the 
computer. 

The abstract is supposed to be 
in the State Revenue offices in 
Montgomery by the second Mon- 
day in August, but the pressures 
of the reappraisal program are 
still being blaimed for delays. But 
delays cost the county much 
needed revenue, and the commis- 
sion is anxious to get the bills in 
the mail so revenue can start 
coming in. The new fiscal year 
began October |. The county had 
to borrow to get through 
September, and needs to repay 


several items from the first 
revenues it receives in the new 
year. 


After the computer gets the 
abstract printed, it can go on to 
the printing of the some 35,000 
separate tax bills that go to coun- 
ty landowners. These bills will 
then go to tax collector Fay 
Quick, whose office staff will 
stuff them all into envelopes and 
mail them. 

Mrs. Quick said that based on 
Mrs. Reynolds’ estimates to the 
commission, the earliest possible 
time the notices could be mailed 


to taxpayers would be November 
J: * * * * 

There never was a ‘delinquent 
tax sale’ in Shelby County for the 
1979 unpaid taxes. Problems in 
the reappraisal program, with the 
many corrections that had to be 
made, are blaimed for the situa- 
tion. Tax collector Fay Quick 
said there are at least 2,200 un- 
paid 1979 tax bills. 

Next year Mrs. Quick plans to 
hold a tax sale in two categories: 
one for the unpaid ’79 taxes and 
the other for the unpaid *80 
taxes,

In order to make ends meet un- 
til state funds are received, the 
Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion voted September 24 to take 
out a bank loan not to exceed 
$500,000. 

Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles told board 
members that payroll checks go 
out Oct. 1, but a call to the State 
Department of Education reveal- 
ed that their check wouldn’t be in 
the mail until after Oct. 3. 

Knowles also reported that the 
local school system would be 
receiving $357,000, just 84% of 
what was anticipated. 

Since a budget for this school 
year can’t be finalized until more 
information on funding is receiv- 
ed, it was agreed that a special 


meeting would be called Oct. 14 
to approve a new budget. 

The meeting will be held at 
7:30 p.m. at the Board of Educa- 
tion office.

Governor says Europeans show

I returned earlier this week 
from a week-long industry seek- 
ing tour to Europe and I can 
report to you that Alabama has 
staked out its ground in the com- 
petition to attract foreign invest- 
ment. 

In talking with heads of in- 
dustry in four countries in 
Europe I was struck by the 
almost total lack of knowledge 
about Alabama. Our state’s 
many assets simply had never 
been pointed out to these com- 
panies. It is like having a tremen- 
dous product that has never got- 
ten any exposure. 

That is no longer the case. We 
met with many companies that 
had already made the decision to 
locate plants in the United States 
and several who had made the 
decision to locate in the 
Southeast. I feel strongly that if 
we had not visited them last 
week they would not even have 
considered Alabama. As it is, 
they are sending reprsentatives to 
take a close look at what we have 
to offer. 

We called upon representatives 
of both heavy and light industry. 


They all told us that when their 
firms capture five percent of the 
American market they begin to 
look for places to locate within 
the United States so that they can 
manufacture within their market. 

We pointed out to them that 
we have a navigable waterway 
system in Alabama that is second 
to none and also made clear to 
them what the completion of the 
Tenn-Tom Waterway will mean 
to our transportation system. 

If a company is going to invest 
somewhere between $5 million 
and $500 million in the United 
States, it is going to be looking 
ahead to future developing 
markets. In our part of the 
world, the countries in South and 
Central America are seen as fan- 
tastic growth markets. 

The market for trucks, heavy 
equipment, mining equipment 
and other products that develop- 
ing countries will need is going to 
be tremendous. And there is no 
better location from which to 
ship these goods than Alabama 
and the Port of Mobile. 

Although we have received no 
firm commitments from any 
firms locating in the U.S. we can 


Shelby opposes marriage tax 


Congressman Richard Shelby 
this week signed a discharge peti- 
tion designed to bring legislation 
eliminating the ‘‘marriage tax’’ 
directly to the House floor for a 
vote. 

“*It is time to deal with this ma- 
jor flaw in our tax code,’’ the 
Congressman stated. ‘Another 
April 15th should not come and 
go with this penalty still part of 
our tax system."’ 

A discharge petition is used to 
bring legislation to the House 
floor bypassing the normal com- 
mittee hearing process. 

**We all know the facts: over 
40 million individuals are af- 
fected by this unfair tax burden,”’ 
Shelby explained. ‘*The President 
has already signalled his support 


for such a measure; hearings 
before the Ways and Means 
Committee are simply un- 
necessary and would delay enact- 
ment of this tax relief too long.”’ 


The bill to be discharged, in- 
troduced by Representative Milli- 
cent Fenwick of New Jersey, 
would give married couples the 
option of filing separate tax 
returns, using the rate schedule 
applied to single taxpayers. A 
majority of the House member- 
ship must sign the petition before 
discharge becomes effective. 

“It is my hope that my col- 
leagues will join in this effort, so 
we can all go on record in favor 
of tax equity before the end of 
this tax year,"’ Shelby concluded.

Although machines do much of 
the heavy work like loading rails 
and crossties, men are still needed 
to wedge the rails into their steel 
plates and drive spikes. 

Around 80 railroaders have 
been working in our county 
recently, replacing several miles 
of old rails with ‘tribbon rails’’ 
one-quarter of a mile long. The 
Seaboard Coastline track stret- 
ches through Childersburg, Vin- 
cent, Westover and Chelsea. 

The workers are not extinct, 
but they’re not the same as the 
railroaders we know from 
westerns and history books. 

Instead of overalls, pocket 
watches, blue stripped engineer’s 
caps and calloused hands, they 
now wear jeans, wrist-watches, 
hard-hats and leather gloves. 

About three weeks ago the 
crew ‘“‘laid’’ a_ side-track in 
Chelsea and their temporary, 
rolling home built in railroad cars 
parked for a few weeks stay. The 
men live all around the southeast 
and drive to their work site. 

George, a railroader from 
Ashville, N.C., had this to say 
about his work: 

**Yeah, I like it. We get to go 
all over the south, meet diff’rent 
people, see diff’rent places. 

“IT get to get away from my 
wife for two weeks, then I go 
home to see ’er and it’s nice. The 
only thing wrong with go’in 
home for a week after bein’ gone 
for so long is she’s got a whole 
bunch’a work for me to do. 

“*They (the railroad company) 
take care of us pretty good. The 
cars they got for us to live in on 
the road are nice. They got TV’s 
and radios. And the food is ok, 
too. We got eight cooks on this 
crew and we can get anything we 
want -- steak, chicken -- all we 
got to do is ask for it.’’ 

Still, the work seems to be dif- 
ficult. There aren’t any air- 
conditioners, and few shade 
trees, along the tracks. And it still

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Helm’s Whole Hog 


SAUSAGE 
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said he had to make to life in 
South America. 

“*T suppose the first difference 
that comes to mind is the inver- 
sion of the seasons. By leaving 
the U.S. in March and returning 
in December, I’ll have three 
winter times in a row,’’ Matt 
said. 

“Why Argentina? Well, many 
Americans think South America 
is just one big jungle. Actually, 
Argentina is one of the most 
developed countries in Latin 
America. The tradition of en- 
couraging skilled European im- 
migrants to settle here and the 
emphasis on education and 
culture has produced a country 
radically different from, say, 
Ecuador. 

**The impact.a country like this 
can have on the U.S. is obvious 
when you note that this country, 
one of the world’s largest ex- 
porters of grain, made our em- 
bargo fail by selling wheat to 
Russia.”’ 

Matt said his interest in Latin 
America began with Spanish 
courses he took while attending 
the University of Georgia. 

“Foreign languages open up a 
whole new world. They allow you 
to communicate with millions 
more people and understand their 
way of thinking,’’ he said. 

He severely criticizes the lack 
of emphasis on foreign languages 
in high schools, 

“The Argentine girl I’m dating 
speaks Italian, English and some 
French in addition to her native 
language. On the other hand, I 
didn’t have the opportunity to 
study a single foreign language in 
school,’’ Matt said. He attended 
Calera High School from 
1971-1975. 

“After spending one summer 
in Mexico City and one in Valen- 
cia, Spain, on academic pro- 
grams, I obtained a certain fluen- 
cy in Spanish. Then I developed 
my journalistic interest by work- 
ing on the university newspaper

Working on the News-Herald 
Matt often covered stories across 
the Rio Grande in Ciudad Acuna, 
Mexico. 

But Matt affirms that going to 
school in Argentina hasn’t been 
boring. 

‘*The funniest incidents arise 
out of the inflation problem here. 
The inflation rate was the highest 
in the world as recently as 1978, 
when it ran at 160 percent. Now it 
drags along at about five and a 
half percent monthly. As a result, 
they’re continully lopping zeros 
off the bills. But people have 
trouble thinking in the new 
system. They’ll tell you 
something costs 100 pesos when 
they mean 10,000 pesos.

I’m 
leaving before then, he affirms. 

Matt says he has noticed that 
many Argentines have incorrect 
ideas about the United States. 


**There are about ten 
Americans here in Bahia playing 
basketball professionally. So a 
friend once told me many of the 
folks here believe all Americans 
are giants. Sure enough, when I 
was walking down the street with 
one of these guys, he stopped at a 
candy shop and emerged with 
two fistfuls of chocolates. 

**The poor little lady who owns 
the place, he informed me, gives 
him free candy all the time. I’m 
sure she’s scared to death of 
him,”’ he said. 

Matt recently went on a bus 
trip to Paraguay and Brazil. 

‘*Paraguay was a world into 
itself. I caught a bus from Puerto 
Stroessner to Asuncion, the 
capital. The aisles were piled so 
high with contraband merchan- 
dise that you couldn’t leave your 
seat. 

**I was surprised to find that 
the trains there are still pulled by 
steams engines that burn wood. 
But the people are incredibly 
friendly,’’ he affirmed. 

‘*Brazil was a lot of fun, 
despite my inability to unders- 
tand Portugese. I stayed at a 
friend’s house in Rio de Janeiro. 
One night we took a cable car toa 
restaurant on the top of a moun- 
tain, 

“‘About midnight they started 
the tropical beat of popular 
Brazilian music. Everyone, no 
matter where they were, started 
dancing. I think we could learn 
something from these folks. They 
enjoy life,’’ he said. 


Matt plans to look for work on 
a newspaper in a bilingual area, 
such as Miami or El Paso, after 
returning from Argentina. But he 
says he would eventually like to 
work in the State Department.

County department in Colum- 
biana. 

“This cooperative effort is a 
new method in health care 
delivery which should prove to be 
most beneficial to the area,”’ 
Shelby stated. ‘‘By pooling 
resources countywide, a respon- 
sive health care network which 
will reach rural populations with 
special services will be created. I 
know Shelby County will ad- 
minister this program respon- 
sibly.’’ 

The health care delivery net- 
work will be designed to provide 
health education and preventive 
health assistance under the 
guidance of a health council. 


In Columbiana 


The state executive committee 
of the Alabama Law Enforce- 
ment Planning Agency approved 
two grants, for $40,671 and 
$27,063, to be used for person- 
nel, contractual services, and 
Qperating expenses at the 
Alabaster-based facitity. Ed 
Craig of Helena is project direc- 
tor. 

The Shelby County Commis- 
sion handles the finances of the 
program, as well as overseeing 
the Attention Home funds. The 
county will be required to match 
the ALEPA grants with $21,668 
in local funds, toward the pro- 
gram’s total cost of $89,402, ac- 
cording to ALEPA director 
Robert ‘‘Bo’’Davis. 

Bob Turberville, administrator 
of the program and of the Atten- 
tion Home told the Reporter that 
a great part of the matching 
funds has come from private 
donations and fund raising pro- 
jects. 


The Youth Services program 
deals with youngsters who are 
having problems, and they are 
usually referred by schools or law 
officers. Susan Simpson of 
Wilsonville was recently named 
an outreach counselor to replace 
Brenda Lee who resigned to go 
with the Department of Pensions 
and Security. Linda (Izard) Kirt- 
sler, another counselor, resigned 
this week to join the Hoover 
Police Department. Turberville is 
now studying the qualifications 
of some 65 persons who have ap- 
plied for the position. 

The program has consistently 
received praise for its work in 
preventing juvenile delinquency. 

ALEPA has awarded in excess 
of $115 million to criminal justice 
components in Alabama since the 
federal crime-fighting program 
began.in 1969. During that period 
Shelby County and _ its 
municipalities have received a 
total of $1,268,543.71.

One day the Pelham Panthers 
will beat the Thompson Warriors 
in a football game. The date will 
be entered in a big green history 
book and folks in Alabaster 
won’t hear the end of it all year. 
One day... 

But October 3, 1980 was a Red- 
letter date. Thompson beat 
Pelham 24-13. 

It was a sweet homecoming vic- 
tory for the Warriors who kept 
their winning streak alive, climb- 
ing to an enviable 6-0 record. 


But Pelham gave it a good shot 
last Friday. They opened the 
game with a stunning bomb from 
Steve Rye to Tracey Swinney 
good for 40 yards. From Thomp- 
son’s 26, Panther Brian Bolton 
did most of the running, scoring 
six plays later from the seven. He 
kicked the PAT to give the Pan- 
thers an early 7-0 edge. 


The THS fans were stunned as 
the vistors across the way explod- 
ed with cheering. The explosion 
didn’t even have time to die. 
Moments later Arthur Johnson 
fumbled into Jud Halcomb’s 
hands at the THS 29, 

But during the next four plays, 
Johnson hit Pelham for a two 
yard loss, almost intercepted a 
pass, (the referee said it hit the 
ground; this reporter saw dif- 
ferently) and Joe Glass sacked 
Rye for minus 13, Instead of a 
14-0 lead, Pelham had to turn it 
over on downs. 

With the aid of a key pass from 
Chuck Woody to Glass, Thomp- 
son then drove 56 yards in 1] 
plays. Johnson dove for the TD 
from the one and John Durrett 


kicked the extra point to tie the 
score. 

After the kick, Pelham drove 
from their 29 to Thompson’s 12, 
with Rye and Barry Faulkner 
picking up most of yardage. But 
Thompson toughened and the 
Panthers were forced to try a 
27-yard field goal, which fizzled. 

From the 20, Thompson 
mounted a _ nine-play scoring 
drive, including a 17-yard Woody 
to Glass pass. The TD came on a 
58-yard pass play from Woody to 
Charlie Griffin, who beat his 
man long for clear sailing to the 
end zone. Durrett booted the 
PAT. 

As his players lined up for the 
kick, Pelham head coach Steve 
Rivers clapped his hands and 
hollered from the sidelines, ‘‘I 
don’t want to see any heads 
drop!”’

The race is on 
in Region Four 


Q. What does 3-A, Region 
Four, Area 8, and 2-A, Region 
Four, Area 7 mean? 

A. Shelby county high school 
football action that’s what! 

But what’s a 3-A? A Region 
Four? An Area 7? Chances are, 
you’ve always heard these terms, 
but never quite understood how 
these classifications work. 

The system was set up by the 
Alabama High School Athletic 
Associaiton in Montgomery to 
classify the whole scope of high 
school athletics from golf, track 
and tennis to baseball, basketball 
and football. 

The first thing the classifica- 
tion system does is break down 
schools according to their net 
enrollment in grades 10, 11 and 
12. 

A 1-A school is any high shcol 
with less than 159 students in its 
top three grades. Until last year, 
Calera was Shelby County’s only 
1-A school. 

This year Calera has moved in- 
to the 2-A bracket with an enroll- 
ment of 161. The other 2-A 
schools in the county are Chelsea, 
with 208 students in the top three 
grades, Vincent with 234, and 
Montevallo with 262. 

AHSAA categorizes schools 
enrolling 160-299 students as 
2-A, and recognizes 108 schools 
in that category. 

A 3-A schools has a net enroll- 
ment of 300-699 students and 
there are 115 such schools in the 
state. Shelby County’s 3-A 
**club’’ includes SCHS, with 346 
students, Pelham, with 550 and 
Thompson, with 573. 

4-A schools enroll from 700 
students up, and 79 schools com- 
pete in that category. 

With the exception of the 4-A 
institutions, high schools in the 
state are divided into regions 
numbered one through eight. 
Each region is divided into two 
areas, numbered one through 16. 

In football, the road to a state 
championship for a given 
classification requires a team first 
to win their area championship, 
which is done by recording the 
best win-loss record against all 
the other schools in the area. The 
two area champions in a given 
region then play each other for 
the regional championship. 

The state championship is then 


decided by a tournament among 
the eight regional champions. 

In the 3-A Area 8, SCHS, 
Thompson and Pelham compete 
against Childersburg, B.B. Com- 
er, Pell City and Sylacauga. The 
winner of that area will compete 
for the regional title against the 
winner of Area 7, either Lanett, 
Stanhope Elmore, Tallahassee, 
Valley, Wetumpka or LaFayette. 

In the 2-A Area 7, Calera, 
Chelsea, Vincent and Montevallo 
compete with Talladega County 
Training School (TCTS) and 
Winterboro. That area champion 
will then face the 2-A champ 
from Area 8, either Ashville, 
Munford, Ohatchee, Piedmont 
or Talladega County (Lincoln). 

Basketball championships 
work in a similar manner except 
that the area champ is determined 
by an area tournament, as oppos- 
ed to win-loss records. 

4-A schools are not divided in- 
to areas, but instead 12 regions. 
The state football championship 
is determined by playoffs bet- 
ween the 12 regional champs and 
four wild card teams choosen by 
a point system. 

But whatever the classification, 
area or region, all a team has to 
do to make it to the top is simply 
keep winning.

Head of nursing at SMH fired

Betty Sherer had no reason to 
suspect Friday would be different 
from any other day on her job as 
assistant administrator of nursing 
services at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital. 

But October 10 was different. 
She was fired that day. 


Sherer said she was called into 
the office of SMH _ director 
Roland Bradford around 1:30 
p.m. and asked to sign a resigna- 
tion. 

When she asked for a reason, 
Sherer said Bradford told her he 
didn’t have to have one. She told 
Bradford she wouldn’t sign the 


resignation without a reason, and 
he fired her, she said. 

“T thought I’d heard him 
wrong,’’ Sherer told the 
Reporter. ‘‘I have an impeccable 
personnel record. I wasn’t even 
aware this was coming.”’ 

After 14 years at the hospital, 
she said she was told to clean out 
her desk and leave quickly and 
quietly. 

Bradford was unavailable for 
comment. 

But, according to Dr. Joel 
Wissing, when the matter was 
brought before the hospital’s 
general medical staff meeting 
Monday night, Bradford in- 
dicated to the doctors present 


(Commissioner angered 
by Pelham trustees 


Commissioner Ned Bearden 
didn’t buy the reason two Pelham 
men gave for asking the county to 
come across on their responsibili- 
ty to maintain school grounds.

He added that a joint con- 
ference committee to discuss the 
problem might be called before 
the hospital board meets again on 
October 28. 

Medical staff member Dr. 
Frank’ Abernathy said he was 
quite surprised at Sherer’s 
dismissal. Just last Wednesday he 
had stopped her in the hall of the 
hospital and coniplimented her 
on the quality of nursing service 
at Shelby Memorial, he said. 


Dr. Abernathy stated that he 
was concerned that Bradford had 
claimed to have the approval of 
the medical staff. 

**] think Betty Sherer is a fine 
and excellent director of nursing 
services. I was sorry to see her 
terminated--especially in the 
manner in which it was done,’’ he 
told the Reporter. 

Sherer, who lives with her 
family in Montevallo, said, ‘‘! 
have to know the reason I was 
fired. I don’t want to see what I 
built up get destroyed. That 
hospital is a service that’s needed 
for Shelby County.

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County approves 
6.7 million budget 


A budget described as 
‘realistic’? by commissioner 
Harold Davenport, was adopted 
Monday by the county’s govern- 


ing body, 
“I feel as though we’ve been 
conservative,’’ Davenport 


remarked as he revealed the 
$6,703,442.64 figure on which 
the county expects to operate this 
year. 

He noted that it had been dif- 
ficult to draw up a_ budget 
because the amount of revenue 
expected from the reappraisal 
program is still unknown. 

This year’s budget reflects an 
increase of $797,118.81 over last 
year’s figure, Commission Chair- 
man Tommy Snowden said. 

The $991,508.78 allotted to the 
sheriff’s department .makes it 
possible for four more road 
deputies to be employed and an 
additional five patrol cars to be 
purchased. 

A $35 bi-weekly raise for coun- 
ty employees included in this 
year’s budget contributes to the 
increase. 

However, a savings of approx- 
imately $60,000 is expected by the 
discontinuance of the beer stamp 
program. 

The commission authorized 
Snowden to go to Washington 
next month to help assure the 
passage of the revenue sharing 
bill for counties. 

Expressing his approval of the 
trip, Davenport said, ‘‘That 
means nearly a half mffliow bucks 
to us and it’s already in the 
budget.’’

Evidence presented 
on Shelco election 


Even though all the evidence 
wasn’t in when Shelco’s suit 
charging voting irregularities was 
heard Wednesday, the plantiff’s 
attorney Bill Justice says his in- 
vestigation should be completed 
this week. 

The July 8 election to establish 
Shelco as a fire district lost by 
just 10 votes. And Shelco Chief 
Doug Ballard and the fire and 
rescue unit’s board of trustees 
believe that ineligible people 
voted in that election. 

Justice said his clients hope to 
find that at least 11 voters were 
ineligible to cast ballots so the 
election can be overturned. 

Witnesses in the two hour trial 
in Judge Robert Armstrong's 
courtroom also testified to other 
procedures they thought ques- 
tionable that took place at the 
polling place. 

Ballard and Forrest Crim, 
secretary of Shelco’s board of 
trustees, filed the suit against 
Probate Judge Tommy Snowden 
in order for a new election to be 
called. 

Because each name on the poll- 
ing list is being checked in the tax 
assessor's office, County at- 
torney Frank Ellis and Justice 
were still not sure at the time of 
the trial, how many voters didn’t 
actually reside within the district. 

Justice said at the trial, that six 
voters had been found whose 
land had been assessed outside 
the district. However, he admit- 
ted that a mistake might have 
been made in the assessment or 
that they might rent property 
within the district. 

Seven witnesses, including 
Justice, testified in behalf of 
Shelco. Poll workers claimed that 
chief inspector Pat Smith went 
into the booth to assist eight or 
more voters without the 
necessary forms being filled out. 

It was also contended that one 
poll worker made adverse 
remarks to voters concerning the 
district before they entered the 
voting booth.

who _ lived 


within the district, but who 
wasn’t registered at the time ol 
the election, related that he was 
stopped at the door and told that 
he couldn’t vote. He said he 
thought the person who spoke ta 
him was a poil watcher. 

The plantiff’s attorney pointed 
out that such instructions 
shouldn't have been given by a 
poll watcher. But when she took 
the stand, the chief inspector, Pat 
Smith, said that it was she who 
told MeGraw he couldn’t vote. 

And while she admitted help- 
ing several people in the voting 
booth without filling out the re- 
quired forms, Smith said she only 
explained what was on the 
machine. 

She also denied that any cam- 
paigning had gone on while the 
polls were open. 


Three poll workers took the 
stand for the defense which was 
represented by attorney Frank 
Ellis. 

The smaller of the two cour- 
trooms at the Shelby County 
Courthouse was filled to capacity 
during the trial. 

But the audience, which con- 
sisted of backers and opponents 
of the fire district, sat quietly 
during the trial.

The National Accident Study 
System (NASS) seven-man survey 
team will work with local law en- 
forcement officers and medical 
facility staffs to gather the data.

Clair Counties have already been 
under the scrutiny of a 
Montevallo-based NASS team 
since 1977, when UM landed one 
of the 10 NASS pilot project con- 
tracts in traffic accident data col- 
lection. 

The two counties had been 
selected because of high accident 
rates and because both counties 
combingd rural and suburban 
conditions. Tuscaloosa County 


was selected because it is an ex- 
ample of a relatively small urban 
area, Draper said. 

The new three-year study will 
compile and evaluate traffic- 
related accidents to determine 
future safeguards as well as con- 
tribute to highway regulation and 
design. 

The new three-year contract, 
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$968,000, is the largest federal 
contract ever awarded to UM.

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Value of county farm crops drops 


The market value of 
agricultural products sold by the 
505 farms in Shelby County 
amounted to $11.8 million for 
1978 or an average of $23,267 
each, down from $12.2 million in 
1974, according to a preliminary 
report of the 1978 Census of 
Agriculture released today by the 
Bureau of the Census, U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 

A breakdown of the county’s 
total agricultural sales for 1978 
followed by that for 1974, is as 
follows: Crops, $3 million com- 
pared with $2 million; livestock 
and livestock products, $6.5 and 
$5 million; poultry and poultry 
products, $2.2 and $5 million. 


Expenditures for fertilizer for 
1978 were $675,000 compared to 
$572,000; costs of gasoline, diesel 
and other petroleum products 
were $594,000 compared to 
$304,000. Farm energy costs of 
all types totaled $766,000 for 
1978. The estimated market value 
of machinery and equipment per 
farm increased from $12,419 to 
$28,061. 

Of the total farms in the coun- 
ty, 72 had gross sales of $40,000 
or more and 358 had sales of 
under $10,000. Farms operated 
by individuals or families 
represented 91 percent of the 
total; farms operated by corpora- 
tions accounted for 3 percent.

Roads and other property owners 
whose homes are between 
Montevallo and Calera. 

The subject of annexation is 
being discussed because 
Montevallo’s city council voted 
to restrict certain services to the 
city limits, beginning February 1, 
1981. 

Mayor Sears pointed out to the 
group from Almont, Monday 
night, that the city council is not 
recruiting new citizens, or land 
areas. He stated that the decision 
to restrict fire, police and rescue 
services to the city limits is based 
on the city’s ability to provide the 
services. With dwindling 
resources and an increasing de- 
mand for services, Sears noted 
that the restriction of services is a 
logical answer to the dillema.

To properly maintain these 
lines and continue expansion of 
the system the board recommend- 
ed several changes to the present 
system. 

In a proposal that will be

He 
also noted the lack of consistent 
maintenance under the present 
set up by reporting the non- 
Operation of at least sixty-two 
water meters. Rowe said the 
meter situation had existed for at 
least three months. 

Included in the proposal is a 
motion to halt all joint ownership 
purchases of equipment with the 
other city utilities. Secondly, the 
board recommended the appoint- 
ment of one overseer and two 
laborers, one of whom would 
serve as a meter reader. There 
was also a motion to transfer 
some of the equipment between 
the Water Board and other 
departments to begin the separa- 
tion process. 

In making these motions the 
board made it clear -that the 
Water Board had become large 
enough to operate and maintain 
its own crew but that the separa- 
tion process should be carefully 
implemented to make a smooth 
and effective transition. 

After the meeting Rowe said, 
‘We made great strides in the 
direction the Water Board should 
go to eliminate lost motion and 
liabilities. It sould improve the 
operation of the Water Board.”’

Flat-picking 
Championship in Winfield, Kan., 
a contest bluegrass fanciers say is 
one of the best. 

The prize-winning picker and 
fiddler began playing the Dobro 
with her father, Sidney Vick, and 
her sister, Teresa, when she was 
12. As her father and mother, 
Joan, began to recognize her 
talent, they encouraged her to 
enter the contests and drove her 
to the bluegrass festivals around 
the South. 

Although Miss Vick is an 
honor student majoring in music, 
she and her parents still go to the 
picking and fiddling contests. 

**I go to about one contest each 
month,”’ Miss Vick said. ‘‘And I 
enter as many as possible.”’ 

Last week, she was the only 
UM junior tapped into the un- 
viersity’s most prestigious 
academic honor society, Phi Kap- 
pa Phi, and she was also tapped 
into Omicron Delta Kappa, UM’s 
highest leadership honor society. 

The same week, she won first 
prize in guitar in the Tennessee 
Valley Old Time: Fiddler’s Con- 
vention in Athens and performed 
for a segment on a new CBS-TV 
series, ‘‘That’s My Line,’’ with 
veteran game show host Bob 
Barker. The show should be 
televised later this fall. 

**] may be.on ‘Real People,’ 
too,’” she said. A filming crew 
from the series taped the Grand 
Masters Fiddling Contest in 
Nashville last June. The show is 
also scheduled for this fall. 

Miss Vick has already played 
some recording studio sessions in 
Nashville with top bluegrass 
sidemen Buddy Emmons, Buddy 
Spicher and Benny Martin. She 
also recorded an album with the 
three recently. 

Nashville’s Opryland has of- 
fered her full-time work, but 
Wanda turned the offer down 
deciding to concentrate on her 
studies at Montevallo. 

Studying classical and contem- 
porary composers, she said, has 
broadened her appreciation of 
other musical styles. 

**T used to be rather narrow in 
my musical tastes.’’ she said. 
‘I’ve always liked bluegrass and 
jazz, but now I like all types of 
music.” 

Unlike some bluegrass musi- 
cians, Miss Vick learned to read 
music. She played saxophone at 
Shelby Academy, a private 
school near Montevallo. 

At UM, she plays jazz violin 
and electric guitar in the UM Jazz 
Ensemble and plays clarinet in 
the UM Wind Ensemble, the 
university’s concert band. 

She also mixes her favorite 
musical styles, too, adding pro- 
gressive jazz sounds to traditional 
bluegrass songs. ‘‘I like a style 
that’s a cross between bluegrass 
and jazz.” 

The UM honor student is busy 
with her college life -- with her 
studies, her extracurricular ac- 
tivities and her friends, she said. 
And it’s the friends she has made 
in her trips to the bluegrass 
festivals that keep her going back 
for more competition, she said. 

With the prizes come some 
money, she added. ‘‘But it’s the 
friends you make and see again 
and again. I’ve got friends all 
over the country.”

King was carried off the field 
on the shoulders of his team- 
mates while a throng of excited 
fans cheered wildly. The scene 
was one of sheer pandemonium. 

“*He deserved for it to be good 
just for kicking it that far,’ 
beamed coach Danny Alverson a 
few minutes later. It was the first 
field goal King had ever attemp- 
ted, and the smile on Alverson’s 
face stretched wider than a set of 
sideline chains. 

But until the game was over 
Alverson didn’t smile much last 
Friday night. Verbena gave him 
and his Eagles a close scare.

True, Shelby Academy finally 
got scored on last Friday by 
Talladega Academy. Prior to the 
third quarter, the Raiders had 
shutout their opponents for the 
past eighteen and half quarters of 
football.

Things got even worse for 
Thompson on their third play 
from scrimage during the 
Childersburg game.

who lives on Bear Creek Road off 
Hwy. 280 near Chelsea. 

In August, the investigators 
reported, a horse was stolen in 
Argo and two weeks ago another 
horse was taken from Trussville. 

Even though Cousins and 
Jamison believe they know who 
the rustler is, they haven’t been 
able to locate him. 

They urge horse owners to 
keep a close watch on their 
animals. And they also stress the 
importance of owners and the 
general public being observant. 

Trucks have been heard and 
seen in the vicinity of the thefts, 
Cousins reported, but he added 
that no one could give a descrip- 
tion of the vehicle. 


Jury rules ‘guilty’ 


It took police less than 20 
minutes to apprehend the rob- 
bery suspect who held up the Kid- 
die Kaboose in Pelham on 
January 26. 

And it took a jury almost the 
same length of time to find Mat- 
thew David Bullock guilty of the 
crime when his case was tried last 
week.. 

District Attorney Billy Hill said 
that he is asking that Bullock be 
sentenced under the Habitual Of- 
fender Act. 

Because of two prior felony 
convictions, Bullock would be 
eligible for sentencing under the 
act which would mean a life term 
in prison. 

But even if he should receive 
that sentence on Nov. 6, the 
Shelby County jail inmate still 
faces charges of two counts of 
escape, first degree; arson, first 
degree and burglary, second 
degree. 

In his closing argument at last 
week’s trial, deputy district at- 
torney Bob Williams told the jury 
that Bullock had made the rob- 
bery first degree when he ‘‘went 
in with a gun and pointed it.” 

**He was willing to kill to get 


money for food and gas. I don’t 
want him on the street,’’ 
Williams declared. 

Bullock escaped with $175 
after taping the hands of Kiddie 
Kaboose owner Phyllis Tinsley 
and employee Cecilia Clem. 

That tape and the roll found in 
Bullock’s possession from which 
it came, was part of the evidence 
presented by Hill and the deputy 
DA during the two day trial. 

A sawed off shotgun and shells 
were also shown to the jury. 

When Cecil Matthews, who 
was Bullock’s court appointed at- 
torney, made the point that there 
was no evidence to prove the gun 
was loaded during the robbery, 
Williams demonstrated it made 
no difference to the victims. 

Turning his back on the jury, 
the deputy DA picked up the 
weapon and a shell and then fac- 
ed the panel. 

**You don’t know if this gun is 
loaded or not,’’ Williams said. 
‘*But if I were pointing it at you 
during a robbery, you would 
assume it was.”’ 

Witnesses called by the pro- 
secution to testify included the

73 apply for 4 jobs 


The test given at Chelsea High 
School Saturday wasn’t con- 
nected with any subject taught at 
the school.

with last minute rally 


The Pelham Panthers did what 
it took. 

Down 3-0 after Vincent kicked 
a field goal late in the game, the 
Panthers rallied for a 62-yard 
rain-drenched scoring drive. 
Quarterback Steve Rye crashed 
over from the three to win 
Pelham’s homecoming by a score 
of 6-3. 

he touchdown came with a 
scant 37 seconds left in the game. 

The Panther victory put an end 
to Vincent’s streak of ten wins, 
Which dated back to last year.

On the same drive, Rye broke 
up a pass from Driggers, Vin- 
cent’s reserve quarterback, to 
Tim Smith at the ten. Driggers 
then attempted a field goal from 
the 40 which sailed true but fell 
short. 

In the fourth quarter, follow- 
ing a 55-yard punt by Driggers, 
Pelham tumbled at the 25. Sidney 
Yowe and Spradley then set up 
Vincent inside the 10. This time, 
from the 15, Driggers kicked true 
for the field goal. 

With 2:42 on the clock, and the 
layer of water on the field getting 
deeper, Vincent’s three points 
loomed large on the scoreboard. 


But the Panthers then did 
something they had never done in 
the 17 games Steve Rivers has 
coached at Pelham: they came 
from behind to win. 

With fourth and 11 from their 
own 37, the Panthers ran a play 
they had learned just that week, 
On a wingback reverse, Todd 
Bass romped 24 yards to keep 
Pelham alive.

On third and goal, Pelham fak- 
ed a plunge and Rye looked for a 
receiver over the middle. The 
man was covered so Rye dashed 
for paydirt, colliding hard with 
Driggers at the goal, but forcing 
his way over for the win. The two 
point conversion failed. 


Said Rivers after the game, 
“This is something the whole 
school needed. Besides being a 
big win, we beat a fine football 
team. It’s called believing in 
yourself, and I think this is 
evidence that we’re starting to do 
that. 

‘No one dropped any heads 
when we went down 3-0,”’ he pro- 
udly pointed out. 

**We’ve got a chance for a 6-4 
season, now. That would be the 
best we’ve ever had and that’s 
what we’re working towards,” 
Rivers said. 

Pointing out how well fought 
the game had been, he added that 
two referees told him they had 
seen a lot of good sportsmanship 
on both sides. 


VHS head man Harold Garrett 
said, ‘‘Pelham took the game to 
us. Steve (Rivers) had a good 
plan for us. Give the credit where 
the credit’s due. If you put the 
blame anywhere, put it on me.

Dry Valley residents 


ask city annexation 


A petition with signatures of 95 
land owners was presented to 
Montevallo’s City Council Mon- 
day night. 

A letter accompanying the peti- 
tion states, ‘‘We the concerned 
citizens of Dry Valley hereby 
petition the City of Montevallo to 
annex the area adjacent and con- 
tiguous to Highways 25 and 
$55;"* 

Maps and legal descriptions of 
cach piece of property were also 
presented. 

The 95 signatures represent ap- 
proximately 75 plots of property 
within the proposed area. 

The letter to the city council in- 
dicates, ‘‘We have more than the 
necessary 60 percent of the land 
mass and we feel we will have the 
necessary votes to be annexed to 
the city as an agriculture-one 
(A-1) zone...”” 

The documents were presented 
to council members by Pauline 
Williams, secretary of an 
organization called the Concern- 
ed Citizens of Dry Valley for An- 
nexation. 

Also present was a group of 
some 15 property owners in the 
Dry Valley area who are opposed 
to annexation. When a map of 
the area proposed to be annexed 


was passed throughout the coun- 
cil chambers it was noted that 
most of the property owners op- 
posed to annexation were not in- 
cluded in the annexation area. 

William Lawler, Jr., presented 
a list of some 200 names of per- 
sons opposed to annexation. 
Upon examination of the list it 
was revealed that few if any live 
in the area proposed to be annex- 
ed. 

Mayor Ralph Sears accepted 
the petitions, maps and other 
documents and told the group 
that City Clerk Don Hughes will 
prepare a study of property 
values and potential income from 
the area proposed to be annexed 
and balance it against the cost of 
providing municipal services to 
the area. The council will then 
study the documents and make a 
decision on accepting or rejecting 
the petition. Sears said he hoped 
this information would be 
available by the next meeting of 
the City Council. 

Hughes reported to council 
members that he had met, recent- 
ly, with a group of property 
owners who live between 
Montevallo and Moore’s Cross 
Roads. The meeting was initiated 
by those who wish this area to be 


Columbiana council 


delays police action 


The new administration in Col- 
umbiana waded into city business 
Thursday evening, but they hard- 
ly got their feet wet. 

Decision making was put off 
on most of the matters brought 
up until more information could 
be obtained. 

The city’s new mayor, Buck 
Falkner, asked members of the 
various committees he had ap- 
pointed at the organizational 
meeting, to look into situations 
that came under their area of 
responsibility. 

A petition that was presented 
to the panel near the end of the 
meeting might have led them into 
some deep water. But it was also 
put aside until the next meeting. 

The document which was sign- 
ed by 115 people in the 
downtown area, asked that the 
council not abolish the position 
of assistant police chief. 

It had been reported that the 
council was planning to take such 
action which would reduce assis- 
tant chief Myron Bradley’s pay to 
that of a patrolman. 

Members of the department 
were present to support Bradley, 
but Mayor Buck Falkner said no 
action would be taken until the 
full council was present. 

The mayor had announced 
earlier in the meeting that Coun- 
cilman Frank Owen was absent 
because of job obligations. 


Two mothers involved with the 
Pee Wee sports’ program, asked 
for the councils’ support. 

Ruby Cardwell reported that it 
had cost $5,600 to purchase 
equipment. She said she had 
heard that other towns helped 
sponsor such programs and 
wondered if an amount couldn’t 
be put in the budget for that pur- 
pose. 

The mayor replied that he, and 
the other two members of the 
Park and Recreation committee 
would meet with the leaders of 
the program to see if something 
couldn’t be worked out. 

In order to bring more revenue 
into city coffers, finance commit- 
tee member Jessie Jones asked 
that two ordinances be reviewed. 

The first one concerned auto 
tax sales on which the city is be- 
ing shortchanged. 

Mayor Falkner noted that 
several thousand dollars is slipp- 
ing through the city’s fingers 
because a number of residents do 
not admit living within the city 
limits when they purchase their 


When the auto tag fee of city 
residents is collected by the tax 
assessor, a certain percentage of 
that amount is given to the city. 

Jones mentioned that the other 
ordinance that needed to be 
checked, concerned the collection

Guns, jewelry, cameras and 
knives were some of the stolen 
items Shelby County Sheriff’s 
Department investigators found 
in a wooded area of Riverchase 
two weeks ago. 

And other loot which had been 
stolen from Shelby County 
homes during the past six months 
was found earlier in the day ina 
Vestavia apartment.

Executing a search warrant at 
the Vestavia apartment and fin- 
ding a number of stolen items, 
Pratt and a fellow investigator, 
Bill Davenport, then learned of 
the hiding place in the woods. 

Other property that had been 
taken from north Shelby homes 
was found in two garbage bags in 
a wooded area of Riverchase on 
the Jefferson County side of the 
boundary line. 

According to Pratt, the in- 
vestigation of the burglaries in- 
tensified two months ago after 
guns and a quantity of drugs were 
found at the Litthe Mountain 
Chateau apartments in Pelham.

Figures show county’s growth 


Ron Stutts gave the County 
Commission some figures Mon- 
day that show graphic proof of 
the county’s growth in the past 10 
years. 

Stutts is acting director of the 
Shelby County Health Depart- 
ment, and it is that department 
that has had the responsibility of 
approving septic tank construc- 
tion, among many other things. 

Stutts’ figures show, that in the 
years between 1970 and 1980, 
there were 263 subdivisions ap- 
proved with the peak years being 
1977-78 with 54 and 49 respec- 
tively. The low year was 1970 
with 9. This represents 8,592 
building lots. 

During this same period some 
10,646 approved septic tanks 
were installed to serve new or 
restored dwellings and 


businesses. Using 85% as new 
dwellings, this represents 9,049 
new dwellings. 

Records show that there were 
22 food establishments and ap- 
proved meat markets in 1970 and 
today there are 117, a 533% in- 
crease. Public schools have in- 
creased from 16 to 19 with an ad- 
ditional food facility being open- 
ed at an existing school. Five 
large completely new shopping 
centers have opened and virtually 
all others have expanded. Four 
city halls have been built new or 
remodeled and expanded and a 
new county jail constructed. 

He added, ‘‘An increase in 
population also means an in- 
crease in demand for services. In 
1970 the Health Department had 
23 home health patients for an 
average month. In 1980, the

Shelby County was hard hit by 
the freeze on hiring that Gover- 
nor Fob James has ordered at 
Auburn University that extends 
throughout the statewide Exten- 
sion Service, as well as the two 
Auburn campuses. 

There are three vacancies on 
the Staff at present, with no im- 
mediate hope of their being fill- 
ed. The vacancies occurred when 
Luther Davis resigned last spring 
to take a job in another county. 
Then Marian Cotney’s retirement 
left a major space to fill. And 
recently, Erline Mayhew, the 
chief secretary, resigned to join 
the staff in Tax Collector Fay 
Quick’s office. 

The cutback in funds at 
Auburn was required by prora- 
tion and a shortfall’ of tax 
revenues, according to Auburn 
sources. John Parrott, with 
Auburn’s Extension Service, told 
the Reporter last week that the 
service is 37 extension agents 
short throughout the state and 
there are numerous clerical posi- 
tions vacant. 

The freeze on hiring will con- 


tinue, apparently, until the 
economic situation in the state 
improves.

Swimming pool rules aim 


at improving safety 


Safer swimming in the pools of 
Shelby County is the idea behind 
new rules. 

On October 13, the Shelby 
County Board of Health adopted 
regulations which govern the con- 
struction and operation of swim- 
ming facilities such as pools and 
public bathing places. 

According to Ron Stutts, Ac- 
ting Administrator, the new 


regulations should be very 
beneficial in protecting the health 
and safety of people who use 
these facilities. Up until now, 
there have not been adequate 
regulations to control swimming 
pools and other public bathing 
facilities. The new regulations 
will require each person or group 
of people having a facility, defin- 
ed as public by the regulations, to 
have a permit from the Health 
Department before constructing 
or operating a pool or similar 
facility. Certain standards have 
to be met in order to keep the per- 
mit, which is renewable annually. 

The regulations do not cover

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Hiker celebrates autumn inthewoods :}:

Most of the oaks on the slope 
across the gap had turned golden 
and the evergreens had taken ona 
slight, yellowish tint. A few scat- 
tered red buds and clumps of 
dogwoods splattered the golden- 
green hillside with the flaming 
colors of October. 

One brilliant tree stood out 
from the rest, as conspicuous as a 
torch in cave. I think now it was a 
sourwood tree, but whatever it’s 
called, I know there’s no name 
for its color. There are no words 
or names that bright. 

The tree stood about a quarter 
of a mile away as a hawk would 
fly. Even from the distance, it 
radiated like some kind of 
celluloid sun setting into the 
hillside. All of autumn could 
have been rolled into that one 


tree. I couldn’t believe how 
brilliant it was and wondered if 
maybe it was plugged in 


somewhere. 


Fall, to me, is perhaps the most 
beautiful of all seasons. I’d been 
watching for the big change for 
several weeks, when gt occurred 
to me that fall was quietly hap- 
pening without any formal an- 
nouncement. Feeling the need to 
get away, I put on my hiking 
boots last Thursday and went to 
the woods. 

1 headed for Oak Mountain 
State Park and the Bicentennial 
Scout Trails. The three trails, 
marked red, white and blue, start 
at a common head near the end 
of the main park road. 

They quickly divide, wind 
their separate ways up

Shackleford Gap, then run 
southwesterly, pretty much 
parallel to each other, along the 
twin ridges of Double Oak 
Mountain. Each trail is about six 
or seven miles long and they all 
come together again, more or 
less, at Peavine Falls. 

Parking my car, I struck oul 
into the woods on the white trail. 
For about a mile I skirted the 
base of Double Oak Mountain, 
then climbed sharply up the ridge 
which forms the southern slope 
of Shackleford Gap. 

My shirt and cap band were 
soaked with sweat by the time I 
climbed the 500 feet to the lower 
crest of the ridge. I rested on the 
rock ledge overlooking the gap 
and the breeze hit me from out of 
the north. The wind carried the 
threat of rain and the promise of 
winter. It rattled the leaves and 
chilled my sweating body as | 
rested. 


That’s when I spotted the 
iridescent tree glowing in its 
unknown color across the way. 

I felt drawn to the tree in much 
the same way I had felt drawn to 
the woods that day. But the gap 
separated us. Flying was out of 
the question and I didn’t want to 
climb down the slope and hike 
back up the other side. So much 
for the tree, I thought reluctant- 


ly. 


I continued my hike, making 
my way southeast along the lower 
crest. The trail passed through 
several bright stands of changing 
dogwood and I soon forgot about 
the other tree. 

The trail started climbing again 
and in a half mile I reached 
Shackleford Point, elevation 
nearly 1300 feet. Once upon a 
time a fire tower stood on the 
point. Now, all that remained 
were several crumpled sheets of 
rusting metal from the tower 
cabin, scattered about the ground 
with the fallen, brown leaves. 

The grey threat of rain, I notic- 
ed, was clearing from the sky and 
I hiked on, following the path 
down an easy grade. 


Picking up a handful of red 
dogwood leaves, I crushed them 
in my hand and smelled their sub- 
tle sweetness. I crushed some 
brown leaves in with a handful of 
fresh dirt made from last year’s 
leaves. The smell was clean and 
richly earthen. 

I veered from the white trail at 
the intersection of a connecting 
trail and followed it nearly a 
mile. It crossed the red trail in the 
middle of the mountain’s twin 
ridges and deadended at the blue 
trail on the eastern crest. 

From this vantage point I gaz- 
ed down on Simmsville Road and 


in the direction of Columbiana. | 
could sce the bright aqua of a 
swimming pool in someone’s 
back yard and I could hear a train 
chugging through the valley 
toward Chelsea. The sky had now 
cleared and overhead I heard the 
drone of a Small plane. 

Dropping back into the woods, 
I left the crest and followed the 
blue path north, away from 
Peavine Falls. The underbrush 
thinned and the woods felt open 
and spacious. Sunlight filtered 
through the leaves. 

At one place, under a tall 
canopy of red dogwoods, I laid 
down on my back in a soft, crun- 
chy bed of leaves. I stayed for a 


while, just enjoying autumn. 


A single, red leaf blew from its 
twig overhead and fluttered 
towards me, gyrating round and 
round as it fell. It landed softly 
beside me, mingling with the 
multitude of other leaves. It was 
fullfilling its part. 

Finally I rose and continued 
my hike. 

It occurred to me that the trail 
was circling around the far side 
of Shackleford Gap and into the 
area where I’d spotted the tree 
earlier. As I walked I kept watch 
for bright leaves glowing 
through the woods. I thought I 
just might get to see the tree up

close. But after a while I saw 
across the gap, and knew I had 
passed where the tree should have 
been. 


For a minute or so I was disap- 
pointed. But, by the time I com- 
pleted my six-mile circle and 
returned to my car, missing that 
one tree didn’t seem to matter so 
much. 

I felt good from the hike and I 
felt good from being out in the 
woods. And fall felt good to me 
even if I never reached that one 
great tree. 

I climbed in my car and headed 
for the highway.

. Over 20,000 voters turned out 
in Shelby County Tuesday, mak- 
ing it by far the heaviest vote in 
the history of the county. 

When they came out of the 
voting booths, and their votes 
were tallied, it was found they 
had cast more of their votes for 
Republicans than for Democrats. 

Republican Ronald Reagan 
was Shelby County’s choice for 
President of the U.S., and 
Jeremiah Denton defeated 
Democrat Jim Folsom, Jr. for 
the U.S. Senate. Denton polled 
more votes even than Reagan in 
Shelby County. 

But in the race for Congress in 
the 7th district, Democrat 
Richard held his seat against the 
challenge of Republican Jim 
Bacon. 

Billy Hill was re-elected district 
attorney of the 18th judicial 
district over Republican Ray 
Ledbetter. His margin was about 
3,500 votes in all three counties, 
but in Shelby County he won by 
fewer than 1,000 votes. 

Unofficial results in the county 
board of education race between 
Doug Kent and Claude Lee were 
too close to call. 

On the Shelby County Com- 
mission, the contest between 


Alabaster sets $1 million budget 


With a budget of $360,000, the 
police department in Alabaster 
| will be spending more money 
than any other department in the 
f div. 

At Monday night’s council 
q meeting, the panel adopted a 
budget totaling $1,090,413. Up 
until now, they have been 
operating with last year’s figures. 

The largest source of income in 
the balanced budget comes from 
the sales tax. That figure is pro- 
jected at $450,000. 

With a projected expenditure 
of $159,037. the sewer depart- 
ment has the second highest 


budget, followed by the fire 
department, which lists a 
$150,000 figure. 


Administration costs are ex- 
pected to be $142,329. and the 
Street department has set its 
monetary need at $126,764. 

“- The amount budgeted for the 
sanitation department is $90,000; 


utilities, $25,050.; park and 
recreation, $17,000.; public rela- 
tions, $20,000. 


Revenue to fund city depart- 
ments will be derived from 
privilege licenses, $180,000.; 
sewer fees, $120,000.; fines and 
forfeitures, $110,000.; and ad 
valorem tax, $115,000. 

Other projected income will 
come from ABC receipts, 
vehicle licenses, 


$34,000.; cigarette stamps, 
$17,000.; building permits, 


$20,000.; accident reports,, : 
etc., $6,500.;: housing aude 


$2,500. 

Donations of $2,000 for each 
of the city’s schools is included in 
this year’s budget as well as a 
$1,500 contribution to the county 
Health Department. 

But the $4,000 needed from the 
city to put together brochures for 
promotional purposes, was once 
again tabled for further study. 

However, indications pointed 
to eventual approval being given 
by the city to carry out the ven- 
ture which was initiated last year 
by the Alabaster Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The total cost of the project is 
estimated to be $8,500. 

At last month’s council 
meeting, the panel agreed to 
create an opening in the police 
department, and Roy Smither- 
man has been hired by the per- 
sonnel board to fill that position. 

Monday, at the recommenda- 
tion of Councilman Roger 
Wheeler, the council voted to add 
another slot in the fire depart- 
ment. 

In a report read by Wheeler, 
the number of calls answered by 
the fire department last month 
totaled 67 with three assists. 

The Fire and Police Commis- 


sioner also reported that the 
police department had responded 
to 816 calls and given 485 assists 
during the month of Geteber. 

In order to get a handle on how 
much the city is spending to supp- 
ly services to people living outside 
the city limits, Mayor H.A. 
Rubin appointed a committee to 
conduct a cost analysis survey. 

Roger Wheeler will chair the 
committee composed of L.O. 
Farris and Jack Reagin. 

Two other appointments were 
also made. The council voted to 
return Freddie Tezak to her seat 
on the personnel board for 
another three year term, and to 
appoint Cal McCune to a place 
on the Birmingham Regional 
Planning Commission. 


Democrat James E. ‘‘Jake’’ Mor- 
ris and C. E. ‘‘Codger’’ Etress 
went down to the wire. At the end 
of a long evening's counting, 
Morris held a thin margin of 720 
votes with the absentee ballots 
still uncounted. An estimated 486

Bar suspends Pelham attorney 


The disciplinary board of the 
Alabama State Bar has found 
that Shelby County attorney 
William E. Swatek violated the 
rules of disciplinary enforcement 
of the State Bar.

school during the 1950’s which 
operated only while school was in 
session. 

She suggested that something 
like that could be rigged up again 
without interfering with the 
Siluria light. 


Reagin said he was ‘siktoe ie to 
an engineer from the state in 
order to seek a solution to the 
problem. ‘‘We’re looking at 
other lights in town too,”’ he add- 
ed. 

Just before the mayor rapped 
his gavel to adjourn the meeting, 
Reagin came ‘up with another 
suggestion which brought a mix- 
ed reaction from the council and 
audience. 

In his opinion, Reagin said, the 
city code should make it man- 
datory for developers to put 
sidewalks in areas where homes 
were being constructed. 

Councilman Cal McCune 
agreed with him, saying that if 
anyone wanted to walk, they had 
to do it in the street, which is un- 
safe. 

But the mayor went along with 
developer Reid Long who was in 
the audience.

Rubin remarked, ‘‘so let’s not do 
anything now to inhibit that.” 

A matter concerning one of the 
earliest sub-divisions in the city 
was what had brought Long to 
the meeting. 

Don Lathem, who owns a 
home in the Nickerson-Scott 
development on Hwy.

Closed policy opens problems 


Once again the board and 
management of Shelby Memorial 
Hospital have allowed a situation 
to get out of hand. By not clear- 
ing the air after the assistant ad- 
ministrator for nursing was fired, 
they allowed rumors, charges and 
counter-charges to run rampant 
through the county for nearly 
three weeks. 

The image of the hospital as a 
place where one personnel 
upheaval follows another at two 
and three year intervals was rein- 
forced by this gaffe. 


The administrator and the 
four-man personnel committee 
did not see fit to tell even the rest 
of the hospital’s board of direc- 
tors why the popular Betty Sherer 
was fired until citizen pressure 
brought the matter to a head. 
This came on October 28 at the 
regular meeting of the board, a 
full 18 days after the firing. In 
those 18 days not only did the 
general public raise serious ques- 
tions about what was happening 
at Shelby Memorial, but the 
general morale of the hospital 


staff was allowc. « drop to alow 
ebb. 

It took more than an hour 
behind locked doors to explain 
the firing to the hospital board. 
The board stood by their person- 
nel committee, and went along 
with the decision not to divulge 
any information, but none of 
them looked happy when they 
emerged from the meeting. 

Taking refuge in the excuse 
that their lawyer has advised 
them not to talk, board members 
have not resolved the public anx- 


iety, but at least the public now 
knows that the entire board is 
aware of the situation. 

All of this reinforces the im- 
pression people have that the 
hospital is run by a ‘ruling clique’ 
of a few doctors and a few board 
members. If this is not a true im- 
pression, steps should be taken at 
once by the administration and 
board to bring about a more open 
policy in dealing with the general 
public, upon whom they depend 
for the success of the hospital.

Road (Title 32 of the Code of 
Alabama) is discussed in another 
article. 

The new Rules of the Road 
says that any person who 
unlawfully and unintentionally 
causes the death of another while 
violating a law regarding the 
operation of a motor vehicle is 
guilty of homicide. The person 
causing the death can be pro- 
secuted under this act or under 
other laws contained in the 
Criminal Code (Title 13A of the 
Code of Alabama). The 
Homicide by Vehicle law is new 
for Alabama. Conviction can br- 
ing a find of $500 to $2000 or a 
jail term of up to five years or a 
combination of fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Reckless driving is a law which 
Alabama has had for a number 
of years. The new Rules of the 
Raod makes one change. 
Reckless driving and driving 
under the influence of alcohol or 
controlled substances are com- 
pletely separate charges. Under 
either of the charges the court 
may order the suspension of the 
Driver’s license for six months. 
The Director of Public Safety 
may suspend the driver’s license 
under the Alabama Point System 
if a conviction for reckless driv- 
ing brings the driver’s ac- 
cumulated points to 12 or more 
within a two-year period. 

Another new portion of the 
Rules of the Road prohibits flee- 
ing or attempting to elude a 
police officer. It says that a per- 
son who does not stop when 
signalled by a law enforcement 
officer is liable for a fine of $100 
to $500 or a jail term of 30 days 
to six months or a combination 
of fine and jail sentence as well as 
a 90-day suspension of the driv- 
ing privilege. The officer may 
signal the driver to stop by hand, 
voice, emergency light or siren. 

The prohibiting of racing on 
the highway is also new to the 
Rules of the Road. It is unlawful 
to use the highway fur any race, 
speed competition, contest, drag 
race, test of endurance, or exhibi- 
tion of speed or acceleration. 
Racing on the highways can bring 
a fine, jail sentence or both and 
can result in the suspension of the 
driver’s license for six months. 


Pointing out loss of class time, 
the cost of transporting band 
students to the high school and 
and the danger of crossing two 
sets of railroad tracks, Hale 
stressed the need for a bandroom 
at the middle school.

Now 
if the county can get the $1.3 
that’s been allocated, the con- 
struction of Inverness school will 
be one step closer to realiziation. 


The board authorized the in- 
stallation of gas maintenance ser- 
vice to the Inverness site at a cost 
of $31,627. 

The procedure for updating 
and maintaing board policy was 
discussed and the format for a 
new policy manual will be 


presented at the November board 
meeting. 

That session will be held at 
Thompson Middle School Nov. 
25 beginning at 6:30 p.m.

Running social services requires planning 


The proper administration of 
any multimillion dollar program 
requires a lot of careful planning, 
but the planning takes on greater 
importance when every dollar 
must count. 

The Department of Pensions 
and Security recently completed a 
study of its social service pro- 
grams, and Commissioner Gary 
Cooper thinks that the results will 
help the agency save money. 

“Funds for social services are 
going to be even harder to come 
by in the future,’’ Cooper 
pointed out, ‘‘so planning is 
essential if we are going to put the 
money where it is most needed.”’ 

The new needs assessment 
study reveals, among other 
things, which of the agency’s 
social services reach the most 
people and which services might 


be the most effective. 

Similar studies have been con- 
ducted by the agency in the past, 
but none were as comprehensive. 
One third of all staff working in 
county Departments of Pensions 
and Security were contacted dur- 
ing this year’s study. 

“This was well over 1,000 peo- 
ple,” said Cooper. ‘‘All of them 
know first-hand the needs of our 
clients, so they are good judges of 
the effectiveness of our pro- 
grams.’’ The study also made ex- 
tensive use of statistics from out- 
side the agency. 

Protective services for 
children--helping abused and 
neglected children—are shown by 
the study to be the most effective 
of all social services administered 
by the Department of Pensions 
and Security. 


Agency staff as a whole 
believe, however, that they could 
do a better job of protecting 
children if more staff were 
available and less paperwork 
were required. In fact, said 
Cooper, employees cite massive 
amounts of required paperwork 
as the greatest barrier in all the 
agency’s programs. 


“‘We are working on ways to 
cut down on paperwork,” said 
Cooper. He added that many 
Department of Pensions and 
Security employees have to spend 
much of their time filling out 
forms. 

The study shows that the se- 
cond most effective social service 
administered by the agency is day 
care for children. The Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Security 


makes day care payments for an 
average of more than 11,000 
children each month. 

Cooper said that day care is ex- 
tremely effective in protecting 
children from abuse and neglect 
and also in giving mothers a 
chance to work and get off public 
assistance. Last year, the great 
majority of mothers who received 
Aid to Dependent Children need- 
ed day care for their children in 
order to work. 


The study also indicates that 
some social services should be 
either expanded or combined in 
the future. Cooper said that Pen- 
sions and Security will make a 
greater effort to cooperate with 
other agencies so that Alabama 
will have as little duplication of 
services as possible.

Shelby Memorial Hospital has 
given a unanimous vote of con- 
fidence to administrator Roland 
Bradford. ~ 

The vote came in a closed door 
executive session held after a 
stormy October 28 meeting in 
which several citizens questioned 
the board as to why former direc- 
tor of nurses Betty Sherer had 
been fired. 

At the meeting, it was brought 
out that only the personnel com- 
mittee and the administrator 
knew the reasons for her 
dismissal, and that the other 
board members did not know 
those reasons. 

The personnel committee is 
composed of board chairman 
Ben Grubbs, Earl Cunningham, 
Herman Moore and Russell Seay. 

Hospital Board member C.E. 
‘Bull’ Carter of Alabaster asked 
to be informed, saying that many 
people were wondering if they 
would be the next to go. 

At that point Earl Cunn- 
ingham suggested making the en- 
tire hospital board a committee 
of the whole, so that all members 
would be informed. 

The board then went into a

closed session behind locked 
doors for about an hour and fif- 
teen minutes. When they emerg- 
ed, Grubbs said the entire board 
had backed the personnel com- 
mittee’s decision, and had given a 
vote of confidence to ad- 
ministrator Bradford. Grubbs 
would say no more, indicating 
that the board’s lawyer, Frank 
Ellis, Jr. had advised that no 
comments be made, because of 
impending litigation.

The site of the Brierfield fur- 
nace is one of the oldest set- 
tlements in central Alabama. 

Each passing year sees substan- 
tial improvements to the Brier- 
field Ironworks Park complex 
which began with a tract of vir- 
tual wilderness. 

The outdoor theatre site has 
been completely rebuilt with 
seating for up to 500. Lighting 
and sound improvements have 
been made each year and are 
underway again this off-season, 
too. 

While the ‘‘Brighthope’’ 
pageant is a highlight of the 
park’s summer array of attrac- 
tions, other features include the 
development of campsites and 
picnic areas. A total of 35 spaces 
are now wired for camper conve- 
nience. A museum is expected to 
be completed by next season that 
will display artifacts and antiques 
gathered locally that are related 
to Brierfield. A circa 1880- log 
cabin has been disassembled and 
will be moved to form the en- 
trance to the outdoor theatre. It 
will also contain concesssion and 
souvenir counters.

Offers of vacations in Las 
Vegas and in Florida are involv- 
ed. 

The Las Vegas vacations 
“promise mich more than they 
deliver, and are being sold by 


mail throughout this area,”’ 
Postal Inspector B.G. Martin 
warns. 


He said at least 12 separate 
companies making these offers 
are under investigation by the 
Postal Inspection Service. 

He said the companies ask for 
a service charge of from $25 to 
$50, and those who take bait not 
only have to pay additional fees, 
bt their service charge is not 
ref inded «as promised. 


In the Florida case, Alabama 
Attorney General Charles Grad- 
dick cations Alabamians who 
receive postal cards from a com- 
pany known as National Iravel, 
Inc. in Sparta, lenn. He says the 
Office of Consimer Protection 
has received complaints, that the 
card leads .recipients to bélieve 
they have won something, when 
in reality, they m ist pay a fee of 
$49.50 to receive a vacalion to 
Florida. They mist also pay for 
the long distance call. When they 
get to Florida, they find the p ir- 
pose of the trip is to hear a pitch 
to b iv real estate.

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Ronald Reagan won 64 percent 
of the votes cast for president by 
Shelby County voters on 
November 4. 

The Republican candidate 
defeated Democrat Jimmy Carter 
by mofe than two to one. Official 
returns show that Reagan polled 
14,957 votes in Shelby County 
and Carter polled 7,396 votes. 

Counting votes cast for other 
candidates, the total number of 
votes cast in the presidential elec- 
tion by Shelby Countians was a 
record 23,269. 

Returns for the other presiden- 
tial candidates show: John B. 
Rarick, Conservative Party, 183; 
Ed Clark, Libertarian Party, 290; 
Benjamin Bubar, Statesman, 13; 
Barry Commoner, Citizens Par- 
ty, 7; Gus Hall, Communist Par- 
ty, 2; David McReynolds, 
Socialist Party, 3; Clifton 
Deberry, Socialist Workers Par- 
ty, 9; John Anderson, Indepen- 
dent, 407. In addition there. was 
one write-in vote each tor John 
Connary (sic) and for Gerald 
Ford. 


As big as Ronald Reagan’s vic- 
tory was in Shelby County last 
week, it was not as big as the vic- 
tory of Republican Jeremiah 
Denton. 

The former prisoner of war 
received 15,230 Shelby County 
votes in his race for the U.S. 
Senate. This figure means that 
273 more Shelby Countians voted 
for him than voted for Reagan. 

By contrast, Denton’s 
Democratic opponent, Jim 


the senate race locally was 
23,017, just 252 fewer than cast 
in the presidential contest. 

The other candidates in the 
race and their votes were: 
Michael Erdey, Conservative, 
221; William Crew, Libertarian, 
268; Jim Partain, Statesman, 23; 
Mhammed Oliver, Socialist 
Workers, 19; Sallie M. Hadnott, 
National Democratic Party of 
Alabama, 38. 

In a ticket-splitting seesaw, 
Shelby County voters favored 
Republicans in six races, and 
favored Democrats in four. 

The Democrats who survived 
in the county were those who had 
campaigned very hard and ap- 
parently swayed enough voters to 
make the difference. The over- 
whelming vote for Reagan and 
for Denton, undoubtedly helped 
Republican candidates. 

Democratic district attorney 
Billy Hill pulled through in 
Shelby County by 1516 votes over 
his Republican opponent Ray 
Ledbetter. The final tally was 
10,819 votes for Hill to Ledbet- 
ter’s 9,303. Ledbetter did little 
campaigning. Hill’s margin was 
higher in the more heavily 
Democratic Clay and Coosa 
Counties, which are also part of 
the district. Hill campaigned long 
and hard. 

Two long time public servants 
running on the Democratic ticket 
were defeated by Republicans 
this time.

The total number of votes cast in

Ironically, 
he was first elected to the com- 
mission by defeating a 
Republican, Jack Acton, who 
himself was put into office by the 
“‘Goldwater sweep”’ of 1964. 
Both Murphy and Bearden had 
survived their party’s primaries. 
On the other hand, Democrat 


James E. ‘‘Jake’’ Morris 
defeated his Republican 
challenger, C.E. ‘‘Codger’’ 


Etress, by a vote of 10,507 to 
9,682. 

Morris had campaigned hard 
throughout the county in the 
primary campaign, and kept up a 
steady pace before the general 
election. Etress had no opposi- 
tion in the primary. 

Doug Kent, a lifelong county 
resident and dairyman, was seek- 
ing reelection to the county board 
of education as a Democrat. The 
position carries no salary, and the 
well-known Kent did little cam- 
paigning. His Republican oppo- 
nent, who also campaigned very 
little, won the contest by a vote of 
9,767 to Kent’s 9,499. 

In Beat 17, voters elected Larry 
Martin, a Republican, to the post 
of constable over Douglas Bunn, 
who polled 1,169 votes. 

In Beat 6 Phillips Martin was 
unopposed for constable, winn- 
ing 476 votes. In Beat 12 the 
unopposed Jim Branch drew 
2,820 votes for constable. Both 
men are Republicans.

Columbiana tightens up oncars, gas 


Although Columbiana Mayor 
Buck Falkner said the city’s new 
administration is striving for har- 
mony, it was evident at Thursday 
night’s meeting that reaching that 
goal may take awhile. 

One of the subjects that caused 
some sparks to fly concerned the 
finance committees’ recommen- 
dation that city employees not 
drive city owned vehicles home. 

After the meeting of the 
finance committee, on which he 
serves, Councilman Harold Mc- 
Cord said he had given the matter 
more thought and had changed 
his mind. 

Since department heads are on 
call 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week, it was McCord’s opinion 
that these men should be allowed 
to have their vehicles immediately 
available. 

But finance committee chair- 
man Lewis Walker reminded him 
of complaints that had been 
registered about the misuse of ci- 
ty owned vehicles. 

And Jessie Jones, the .third 
member of the committee, also 
backed the policy, saying ‘‘Our 
intent is to operate in a 
businesslike way.” 


Although still objecting, Mc- 
Cord went along with the other 
council members in voting for the 
policy to be instituted. 

The recommendation also in- 
cluded the repair or replacement 
of speedometers on all vehicles. 
And the Mayor instructed street 
superintendent James Palmer to 
make arrangements Saturday for 
the work to be done, regardless 
of the cost. 

Another policy concerning city 
vehicles drew objections from 
both McCord and Frank Owen, 
but item 8B passed by a 3-2 vote. 

Because the finance committee 
had determined records of who 
was using city gasoline were 
poorly kept, they recommended 
hiring a part-time person to keep 
up with that operation. 

It was learned that at the pre- 
sent time, keys to the gasoline 
pump are readily available. 

And City Clerk Mary Largin 
pointed out that it was impossible 
to determine into which vehicle 
any missing gasoline had gone. 

Owen suggested that someone 
already on the city payroll could 
handle the responsibility of keep- 
ing records. 


But the motion which passed 
called for hiring a part-time per- 
son whose hours and salary will 
be determined by the council. 

There was another difference 
of opinion on the council when 
the finance committee recom- 
mended charging $25 a month 
rent on the Gaines Farmer home 
which now belongs to the city. 

Previously, a Shelby County 
High School coach had been 
allowed to live in the home rent 
free. 

Owen went along with the oc- 
cupant paying rent, but he stress- 
ed that a higher figure be set. “‘I 
don’t feel that we’re obligated to 
pay anyone’s rent,’’ Owen 
declared. 

Explaining the finance com- 
mittees’ decision to charge a ren- 
tal fee in the first place, Jones 
mentioned the state law which 
makes it mandatory. 

But she noted that the low fee 
was set in order to help the school 
and the athletic program. 

The recommendation passed 
by a 3-2 vote. 

Although the previous ad- 
ministration had refused to pay a

Rules of Road act 
is greatly modified 


This is the second article in a 
series on the new Rules of the 
Road (Title 32, Chapter 5A of the 
1975 Code of Alabama) passed 
during the 1980 session of the 
Alabama Legislature. This infor- 
mation is presented as a general 
outline of the changes in the 
Rules of the Road and is in no 
way intended as legal advice or 
opinion. Public Information 
Unit, Department of Public Safe- 
ty, P.O. Box 1511, Montgomery, 
AL 36192. 

Several changes in the laws 
governing the operation of 
vehicles on Alabama’s highways 
were made through the Rules of 
the Road Act passed by the 
legislature this year. 

The greatest change is in the 
portion of the Act dealing with 
driving while under the influence 
of alcohol or controlled 
substances. The Act prohibits 
any person from being in control 
of any vehicle while drunk, under 
the influence of alcohol, under 
the influence of a _ controlled 
substance which makes him in- 
capable of driving safely or under 
the influence of both controlled 
substances and alcohol. 

The Act states that a person 
legally entitled to use a controlled 
substance or alcohol, as in the 
case of prescribed drugs, cannot 
use this entitlement to defend

A first conviction of driving 
under the influence of alcohol or 
contolled substances can result in 
a maximum of one year in jail or 
a fine between $100 and $1000 or 
a combination of jail term and 
fine. The court may order the 
suspension of the convicted per- 
son’s driving privilege for six 
months. Convicted persons must 
also attend a court approved 
alcohol education program at the 
direction of the court. The Act 
specifically states that no other 
driving offense is a lesser includ- 
ed offense, thus, driving’ while 
under the influence of alcohol or 
controlled substances cannot be 
reduced to reckless driving, 
speeding or any other traffic 
charge, 


A second conviction (within 
five years after the first convic- 
tion) of driving while under the 
influence, is punishable by a fine 
from $200 to $1500 or a max- 
imum one year jail sentence or 
both fine and jail sentence. The 
Driver’s license will be revoked 
for six months. 

Chemical analysis of a person’s 
blood, urine or breath is 
authorized by the Act, but a 
chemical analysis is not required 
for a conviction of this offense.

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Owners discover history in cabin home 


Before starting work on the 
night shift at the Shelby County 
jail, Fay Porter may have spent 
several hours perched atop an 
eight foot ladder. 

Or she might have been down 
on the floor on her hands and 
knees, sanding a section of wide 
plank flooring. 

At least that’s what the Shelby 


resident has been doing for the - 


past two years - ever since she 
discovered the home she and her 
husband bought in 1959 had 
historic significance. 

But now most of the restora- 
tion work has been completed 
and the Porters are living com- 
fortably in the house which was 
once a one room log cabin. 

To show their friends and 
relatives what had been un- 
covered through research and 
tearing into some of the walls, the 
couple recently hosted an open 
house. 

Her first clue that the house 
was really old, Porter said, was 
found in the attic. After noticing 
some logs and the hardened mud 
substance which held them 
together, she discovered other 
telltale signs of the age of the 
dwelling. 

Removal of some of the 
wallboards in the front bedroom 
revealed that the room had been 
the original log cabin. 

Logs and pine rails with mud in 
between could be seen. However, 
the heart pine boards showing 


signs of hand planing, were left in 
place. 

But a wall of the smaller 
bedroom directly behind the 
larger sleeping area was un- 
covered with the logs in view. 

Wooden pegs were used in the 
wainscot of the small bedroom 
and on the north side of the en- 
trance hall. They were also used 
in all the large doors of the 
house. 

Square nails were used in the 
frame addition which was built 
about 150 years ago. Porter said 
she had not been able to learn 
when the cabin was constructed. 

Inspecting the underside of the 
house, the couple also found that 
wooden pegs had been used to 
join the log floor joist under the 
original cabin. 

The tall double doors on the 
front of the house had been saw- 
ed off by a previous owner who 
made the top section stationary. 

Porter says the doors will even- 
tually be restored to their original 
condition. 

Other notable features in the 
home are the hand carved 
mantlepiece and the trim on the 
doors and windows. 

Double walls and ceilings are 
found in both the living room 
and dining room of the home, 
Porter said. 

Because of their condition, 
both the roof and porch on the 
house had to be replaced.

Before the voting, Jim Town- 
send, 3rd vice president of the 
state PTA, spoke on the advan- 
tages of belonging to an 
organization that worked for 
education on both state and na- 
tional levels. 

He was followed at the 
microphone by Jane Weldon who 
revealed that her investigation 
had shown that most groups in 
the county are now PTO’s. 

**No one I asked could tell me 
the advantage of being a PTA,”’ 
Weldon declared. 

Money collected from 
membership dues in the PTO re- 
mains in the local school whereas 
a portion of PTA dues go to the 
state an national organization. 


It was pointed out, however, 
that no matter which organiza- 
tion the school belonged to, 
money raising projects would still 
be necessary in order to get some 
of the necessities not provided for 
in the school’s budget.

If you shoot a deer then here’s 


by Earl F. Kennamer 

‘“‘What’s your best recipe for 
venison roast?”’ 

This and similar questions I get 
almost daily during hunting 
season. Readers write or call me. 
Many times in town some man or 
woman stops me to ask me about 
cooking a species of game. In the 
six years my column has been 
published, I get more requests for 
game and fish preparation and 
cooking than anything else. It 
seems that the requests this 
season have been heavier than 
ever before. 

This week we’ll concentrate on 
venison recipes since the deer 
season has been underway for 
several weeks for bowhunters ane 


will begin Nov. 21 for gun 
hunters. 
VENISON ROAST 
4-5 lb. roast 


2 or 3 garlic buds peeled 

1 package dehydrated onion 
soup 

1 to 2 cans mushroom soup 

Y% cup dry red wine (optional), 
or beef stock or canned bouillon 
Place roast in a piece of heavy 
duty aluminum foil. Stick garlic

cloves or buds into open ends of 
raost. Pour other ingredients 
over roast and crimp edges of oil 
in drugstore-wrap fashion. Place 
in pan in oven preheated to 325 
degrees F. Cook to desired 
doneness, about 3-3'% hours. 
Remove from oven, allow to cool 
for about 30 minutes and slice. 

Any roast will do, but I’m fond 
of sirloin tip and round because 
they are boneless. I also often 
slather a roast liberally with soy 
and worcestershire sauces. The 
soups and wine or stock or 
bouillon will make a tasty sauce 
or gravy. Serve au jus, or you can 
thicken the sauce if too thin with 
a little cornstarch dissolved in a 
small amount of water. I like the 
gravy with cooked brown rice or 
mashed white potatoes or grits or 
hot homemade biscuits. 

I occasionally skewer a roast 
and rotisserie it in by barbecue 
grill. I use freshly cut green 
hickory chunks over the char- 
coal. After searing the meat close 
to the fire, I lower the firepan 
and cook at slow heat to medium 
rare. I also prefer steaks: sirloin, 
T-bone, rib chops cooked on the

barbecue grill rather than in the 
kitchen. I do not baste with 
barbecue sauce. 

When I get a deer, I cut and 
freeze the tender steaks, the best 
roasts--sirloin tip, round, neck 
and shoulder. The rest of the 
meat I cut into 1-inch chunks or 
grind up without adding any beef 
suet and I always trim away all 
deer fat. My family believes these 
two forms of deer meat are most 
universal in application: deer- 
burgers, stew, homemade soup, 
meat loaf, chili.

Disorderly conduct conviction 


follows nursing home fracas 


A woman charged with 
disorderly conduct at Briarcliff 
Nursing Home last month, pled 
not guilty in Alabaster municipal 
court last week. 

The defendant, Annie Cobb, 
whose mother is a resident at the 
facility, insisted that an Alabaster 
policeman had mistreated her 
during the incident which 
resulted in her arrest. 

Officer Loyd Anderson had 
escorted Cobb from the nursing 
home to prevent a family argu- 
ment from disturbing other 
residents. 

After listening to the evidence 
presented during a lengthy hear- 
ing, Municipal Judge Joel Wat- 
son found her guilty. 

But noting the emotional strain 
she had been under at the time,

the judge reduced the fine to $40. 

Cobb’s lawyer, Dwight 
Driskol, contended that the 
testimony given by his client and 
four other witness showed that, 
she had not violated the city’s 
disorderly conduct ordinance. 

Anderson and the three 
witnesses for the city said that 
Cobb had been talking in a loud 
voice and had refused to go out- 
side to discuss the situation. 

But Cobb’s sister, the sister’s 
daughter-in-law, a friend and her 
daughter-in-law, all claimed that 
her voice had not been unusually 
loud. 

The incident was brou 
when Cobb’s brother and oth 
family members had gone to the 


nursing home, allegedly to get. 


their mother, who had been

But the nurse told the judge 
that Cobb had been talking in an 
unreasonably loud voice in the 
hall and that it was annoying 
residents in that area. 

The LPN also said that Ander- 
son was trying to lead Cobb out 
of the building, but that she had 

sisted. 

Only the minimal amount cf 
force was used to get her out of 
the building, Anderson reported, 
But the defendant claimed that he 
had grabbed her by the shoulders 
and pushed her down the hall. 

She told the court that she was 
crippled by arthritis.She was on 
crutches with her left foot and 
ankle bandaged during the hear- 
ing. 

Alabaster policeman Phillip 
Walker, who also answered the 
call to the nursing home that 
evening, testified that Cobb was 
‘*shouting,”’ and resisted Ander- 
son’s efforts to escort her from 
the building. 

And Lt. LeRoy Davis, who 
spoke with her at the police sta- 
tion, said that she was ‘‘rude and 
belligerent.’’ 

Judge Watson explained that 
he had based his decision on the 
testimony of the LPN in charge 
who had said Cobb was talking 
loudly and creating a distur- 
bance. 

He advised the defendant and 
her lawyer that they could ask for 
a jury trial in circuit court. 
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The Helena man charged with 
raping and murdering 32 year old 
Gale Heatherly pled not guilty, 
and not guilty by reason of in- 
sanity at his arraignment Mon- 
day. 

Richard W. Bell, the court ap- 
pointed attorney for Corbit Glen 
Stallings, renewed a motion for 
his client to undergo psychiatric 
testing. The trial is to be held in 
January. 

Stallings has been in the Shelby 
County Jail under a $100,000 
bond since his arrest June 28. 


He was taken into custody 24 
hours after Heatherly’s battered 
body was found by neighbors 
outside her home in Pelham 
Heights. 

A December trial date was set 
for Dr. Lawrence A. Farris Jr. 
who was arrested two days after 
Stallings and charged with arson 
in the fire which destroyed his 
home.

Holland told the Reporter that 
a large discount chain store and a 
super market would be the an- 
chor tenants in the proposed 
150,000 square foot facility. 
Possible additions at a later time 
would place the cost of the pro- 
ject at $8 million, he said. 

Holland attended the Pelham 
council meeting with White’s 
representative, John Screws, who 
pointed out the area’s need to 
keep shoppers from traveling to 
Jefferson County,.department 
stores. Screws added that the 
facility would also benefit the 
area in that it would employ some 
150 people. 

The Pelham council approved 
the request for the bond issue on 
the condition that an agreement 
be reached between the city and 
the industrial board concerning 
the distribution of tax revenues 
from the shopping center. 

The industrial board will hold 
title to the project and the 
revenues will go, first, to the 
board. If the expected agreement 
is reached, the board- will then 
pass on the revenues to Pelham 


and Alabaster.

On Christmas Eve in 1919 Bill 
and Brewer Carpenter opened a 
garage to service the automobiles 
of Montevallo. 

Last week, some 60 years later, 
they sold their garage and decid- 
ed to retire, Bill is 80; Brewer is 
78, ‘‘It’s time,’’ they agree. 


The garage is the same building 
on Middle Street that was built by 
their father to house his shoe 
repair business and his sons’ 
automobile service shop. 

**The Carpenter boys,’’ as they 
are fondly referred to, grew up 
with the automobile industry. 
When they started their garage, 
they serviced Model T’s, 
4-cylinder Cadillacs and 
‘*Hi-wheel Internationals’’. 

They worked on 
490-Chevrolets, Durants, the 
EMF Flanders, Maxwells, and 
4-cylinder Buicks. They have 
repaired the Hudson Super 6 and 
the Cole 8 - ‘‘Bootleggers’ 
favorites,’’ they say, with smiles. 

**Now, the Packard straight 8 - 
that, was a real automobile,”’ Bill 
Carpenter recalls with a tinge of

The 4-cylinder Dodge and 
4-cylinder Chevrolets were 


popular autos with Montevallo 
citizens and the Carpenters work- 
ed on dozens of them. ‘‘That’s 
when they made automobiles 
good,’’ they remark. 

When they opened for 
business, Middle Street was a dirt 
road. They had to build a bridge 
over the ditch so automobiles 
coyld drive into their garage. 
Before city water was available, 
the brothers kept four barrels 
hooked up to catch rain water to 
use in radiators. If it did not rain, 
they hauled water from the creek. 

**Very few roads were paved in 
those days. We operated a 
wrecker service and were always 
getting called out in the night to. 
pull cars out of the mud.” 

Light weight cars like the 
Model T were suited to the road 
conditions, they remember. 

‘In those days, if you had a 
hammer, pliers, a wrench and a 
chisel you could work on the 
cars,’’ Bill Carpenter remembers. 
Now, he says, expensive special 
tools are needed for every ‘dif- 
ferent brand of auto. 

Hanging high on a ledge over 
the front' office is a brake band 
from a Model T. Mentioning that 
engineering is coming around in a 
circle, Bill Carpenter says the old 


North Shelby fire district will 


act on delinquent accounts 


If you live in North Shelby 
County and have delinquent fire 
dues, it’s time to get a move on-- 
one way or the other. 

The North Shelby County Fire 
District board of trustees voted at 
their monthly meeting to start 
foreclosure proceedings on all 
delinquent accounts. By law, the 
board has the power to place a 
lien on anyone’s house if the 
owner has not paid dues. 

According to trustee John van 
Pelt, some 275 accounts are now 
outstanding. These people will 
first receive notice by registered 
letter that foreclosure procedures 
are beginning and shortly 


. thereafter, legal notices on the 


public auction of their houses will 


p appear for three weeks in the 


newspaper. 

Van Pelt said he expected most 
of the delinquent accounts to pay 
before the proceedings are com- 
pleted. ‘“‘We get all sorts of 
reasons why these late payments 
shouldn’t have to be made, but 
we have a rule and we have to 
stick with it,’’ he noted. 

Last week, at the regular mon- 
thly meeting of the trustees, one 
resident of the fire district show- 
ed up to formally protest his late 
fee. William Caldwell, who lost 
his bid for a seat on the board in 
the last election, explained that 
his mortgage holder had sent his 
late fee to tax collector Fay 
Quick, van Pelt said. 
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Nonetheless, the board turned 
down Caldwell’s request to drop 
the late fee. 

Also at the meeting the board 
elected officers. John Pruett was 
elected president, Larry Dillard 
and Butch Roberson were named 
vice presidents, Martha Geyer 
was elected secretary and van Pelt 
will again be treasurer. 

The board appointed Sammy 
Self, a Pelham CPA, to examine 
the fire district’s books for the 
1980 fiscal year. Self was chosen 
from among three accountants 
who bid for the job. 

The board holds regular open 
meetings the first Monday of 
each month at 7:30 p.m. at the 
fire hall on Valleydale Road. 
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Jesse L. Sellers and one of the vehicles they used in 
their business. The Carpenters have worked on 
almost every American made automobile and 
gasoline engine that have ever been made.

Paving of the city’s streets gave 
a boost to business, with more 
people buying cars. 

When college students drove 
State autos to conduct social 
work studies, the Carpenters did 
the maintenance work on the 
fleet. 

Later, when the college became 
coeducational, business picked 
up again, because..so many 
Students began! driving’ cars: of 
their own. 

Construction of the shopping 
center gave another boost to the 
auto business. 

The ‘boys’ have always taken 
pride in doing good work at fair 
prices. Their business cards car- 
ried their trademark, ‘“‘We fix

Is track off and running? 


Briarwood, Vincent win first cross country 


Editor’s Note: This is the first 
in a series of articles written by 
Reporter sports editor David 
Moore, dealing with the paradox- 
ical growth and decline of track 
and running programs in Shelby 
County. 


To get to grandmother’s house 
one goes over the river and 
through the woods. 

To win the Shelby County 
Cross Country Championship, 
however, one has to go over the 
golf course and through Chelsea. 
But you can’t use a sled. You 
have to run. 

And that’s just what Briar- 
wood’s Jeff Little and Vincent’s 
Marjorie Hall did last Saturday 
as they outpaced all other com- 
petition to claim first places in 
their respective divisions at the 
first annual meeting of the coun- 
ty’s growing number of cross 
country track teams. 


In team standings, Briarwood 
finished first place in both the 
boys’ and girls’ divisions, with 
low scores of 33 and 26 points 
respectively. Under the direction 
of coach Bobby Scott, Briar- 
wood’s running program has 
earned a lot of respect 
throughout Alabama, as well as 
Shelby County. 

Vincent’s girls placed a close 
second in team standings with 33 
points, and Chelsea came in third 
with 77. 


The Thompson boys’ team 


finished second with 56 points, 
followed again by Chelsea with 
70. Pelham and Calera rounded 
out the schools in the competi- 
tion. 

The event was held at the old 
Indian Valley golf course on 
highway 47 in Chelsea, and the 
three-mile boys’ course and the 
two-mile girls’ course followed 
the dirt loop road over the wet, 
rolling hills. 

In girls’ competition, Hall 
clocked a time of 14:10, followed 
hotly by Janine Stover of Briar- 
wood with a 14:13. Teresa 
Thomas of Vincent finished third 
at 14:59. 

In boys’ competition, Little 
ran an 18:20 race, followed by 
teammate Tyler Nash at 18:46 
and Lester Gaiter of Thompson 
at 19:02. 


Vincent’s track program is 
headed up by coaches Jim Barnes 
and Debbie Jackson. Barnes 
organized the county cross coun- 
try meet and said he was pleased 
with the turnout, which saw 25 
girls and 37 boys enter the two 
races. Only Indian Springs, 
which was to enter three boys and 
three girls, did not show up on 
the wet, overcast morning. 

Coach Scott, too, commented 
that the turnout was excellent, 
and noted that more schools ac- 
tually participated in the cross 
country than in the county out- 
door championships last spring.

Deer season’ for guns in 
Alabama opens Friday, 
November 21 and runs through 
January 19, 1981. 

’ Hunters in Shelby County and 
elsewhere will be able to take one 
buck a day, providing it has bare 
antlers above the natural hairline. 
Dog, stalk, gun and bow hunting 
are all lawful during this period, 
but no hunting at night with 
lamps is allowed. 

Also on the fair game list for 
this period are wild turkey gob- 
blers. The limit is one per day, 
not to exceed five total for both 
the fall and spring season, which 
runs from March 20-April 25 of 
next year. 

Hunter’s choice, except for 
spotted fawns, opens for two 
days December 26-27, so wait un- 
til them before shooting a doe.

Fight day care centers 


licensed in 


Who looks after the children 
when parents go to work? In 
Shelby County, as elsewhere, day 
care centers are providing the 
answer to that question for hun- 
dreds of parents. 

The issue of day care came to 
the fore this week with the 
disclosure in the Birmingham 
News that Toddler’s Row South, 
a day care center in Pelham, has 
been operating without a state 
license. 

The county office of the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security reports it has had so 
many telephone calls from anx- 
ious parents, it has completely 
run out of all its printed 
brochures on the subject this 
week, 

Clara Roberts of the county 
DPS told the Reporter that there 
are now eight licensed day care 

ters operating in the county. 
ey are: Alabaster Day Care 
Center and Sandra’s Day Care 


county 


Center in Alabaster; Kinder Care 
in Pelham; Tender Years and 
Valleydale Day Care, both in 
north Shelby county; the Univer- 
sity Baptist Church Child 
Development Center and the 
Shes; County Child Develop- 
ment Center, both in Montevallo; 
Granny’s in Columbiana. Gran- 
ny’s is operating on a six-month 
permit pending completion of 
certain requirements. 

Roberts makes it clear that the 
state office of DPS conducts the 
licensing investigations; the coun- 
ty office does not. She said that 
the current person assigned to 
Shelby County has day care 
facilities in 13 counties to inspect. 

Under state law licensing is re- 
quired if a center operates for 
more than four hours a day. This 
exempts kindergarten-type opera- 
tions which hold morning or 
afternoon-only sessions.

Ray said that cover material is 
the problem at the Calera landfill 
site, which is the county’s oldest 
landfill, and was the first county 
landfill in the state. 

Last year the county acquired 
extra acreage at Calera, and 
thought it would be enough for 
about three years. However, 


cover dirt is in such short supply 
that in a few months it will be us- 
ed up. Trash and garbage have to 
be covered with a certain amount 
of cover material to meet state 
health specifications.

other problems, with rock being 
the leading one, Ray indicated. 

‘*When you get down to about 
half the depth you should go, you 
get to hard sand rock,”’ Ray says. 

“Blasting is out of the ques- 
tion, because Helena sits on 
pipelines. When you go east of 
the current landfill, you hit a 
slope, on the west you hit rock, 
private property is on the south, 
and the road is on the north.”’ 

Ray hopes that by early spring 
the new landfill can be open. The 
problem is pressing, because 
dozens of trucks roll into the 
Calera and Helena locations daily 
with solid waste. The county’s 
other landfill, at Westover, is ap- 
parently available for the im- 
mediate future. 

The county engineer said the 
property the county wants to 
develop consists of 100 acres 
owned by Gulf States Paper 


Company on highway 70 about 
four and a half miles east of the 
highway 31 intersection at 
Dargin. 

He said the site is acceptable to 
state authorities but the county 
will have to do a topo survey and 
submit a compete plan to the 
state for approval before landfill 
operations can begin. 

The primary problem in 
locating landfills in Shelby Coun- 
ty involves the leaching of gases 
from the items that are covered, 
Ray said. 

Gases can move into water sup- 
plies if conditions are not right, 
he said. Clay soils are best for 
preventing this because it tends to 
seal up the gases. Sandy and 
granular soils can be problems, 
and shale creates other problems, 
he noted. 

Ray thinks that the new site

“This won’t be any shoestring 
operation,’’ Columbiana 
businessman Benny Davis told 
members of the city’s governing 
body Thursday evening. 

Davis appeared before the 
council with a proposal to recycle 
the city’s waste materials. 

But the panel decided not to 
make any commitments without 
further investigation. 

“Because of adequate financing 
for an enclosed ‘building and the 
proper equipment, Davis claimed 
that he would be able to handle 
the operation satisfactorily at his 
present location on hwy. 25. 


The recycling business, which 
is near two churches, has caused 
criticism because of the odor and 
smoke from burning and its un- 
sightly appearance. 

Davis said he had another piece 
of property where he could put 
the new operation, but it would 
be further away and would cost 
more. 

Explaining that his proposal 
would save the city money, Davis 
said the charge for a compactor 
truck load of garbage would be 
$20. 

At the present time, the city 
transports garbage to the Calera 
landfill which charges $11.25 per 
load. Added to that is the cost of 
gasoline for a round trip which 
amounts to approximately $24. 

The state, Davis said, is issuing 
him a letter of permission to pro- 
ceed with the operation, and he 
assured the panel that all the 
necessary permits would be ob- 
tained.

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Editorial comment... 


Day care needs public support 


Good day care for young 
children is desperately needed in 
Shelby County. 

The county has eight day care 
centers that are licensed by the 
Alabama Department of Pen- 
sions and Security, but they can- 
not take care of all the children 
who need good day care. 


The situation came to public 
attention recently with the 
disclosure of one day care center 
that has been operating in 
Pelham without state licensing. 
There are others. 

The public has kept its head in 
the sand for too long on the sub- 
ject of day care. Traditionalists 
argue that children should be at 
home with ‘mother,’ and they 
will not support efforts of private 
or public groups to provide day 
care. 

However, 


the financial 


pressures facing young families 
today make it almost imperative 
for mothers to work outside the 
home. Mortgage payments, food 
bills, utility bills and gasoline 
costs can simply not be met by 
most one income families. 


In today’s mobile society, 
grandmothers, aunts and other 
family members usually do not 
live nearby and cannot help the 
young family care for the 
youngsters. If there is a grand- 
mother near, she is probably 
working too. 

Then too, there are far more 
single parents than we realize, 
who must find someone to care 
for their young children while 
they work. 

There is a large number, larger 
than we care to admit, of young 
mothers who are totally untrain- 
ed in how to care for their babies,

These women need day care 
centers while they train for jobs, 
and again later when they find 
employment. Contrary to 
popular belief, there are many 
success stories in Shelby County 
from this group of women, who 
have found jobs and become at 
least partially self-supporting. 


The State of Alabama has 
good laws governing the licensing 
of day care centers, but the public 
must show more concern to help 
the DPS enforce the laws. At pre- 
sent, for instance, the person in 
charge of day care licensing in 
Shelby County also has that 
responsibility in 12 other coun- 
ties. She cannot possibly oversee 


all the centers that spring up in all 
those counties without help. 
Parents should take the simple 
precaution of asking to see the 
license at any center where they 
leave their children. It is suppos- 
ed to be posted in a prominent 
place. 
But a license does not 
guarantee kindness or loving care 
or good learning opportunities 
for the children. Parents need to 
look into that for themselves. 
But until the general public at- 
titude changes and accepts the 
need and the usefulness of day 
care, unscrupulous people will 
take advantage of young parents 
by opening businesses which they 
call ‘day care centers’ but which 
do not provide good service, and 
which may actually be damaging 
to children.

New rules: of the | road 


This is the final article in a 
series on the new Rules of the 
Road (Title 32, Chapter 5A of the 
1975 Code of Alabama) passed 
during the 1980 session of the 
Alabama Legislature. This infor- 
mation is presented as a general 
outline of the changes in the 
Rules of the Road and is in no 
way intended as legal advice or 
opinion. Public Information 
Unit, Department of Public Safe- 
ty, P.O. Box 1511, Montgomery, 
AL 36192. 

Alabama’s Right Turn on Red 
Law was changed in the new 
Rules of the Road passed during 
the last regular session of the 
legislature. The Rules of the 
Road (Title 32, Code of 
Alabama) allow right turns fac- 
ing a red light after a full stop has 
been made if the turn can be 
made safely unless there is a sign 
saying that such a turn is not 
allowed. A driver may also turn 
left on red if he is turning from a 
one-way street onto a one-way 
street. 

Some other changes made in 
the Rules of the Road are: 

Acar or other vehicle may not 
be driven in reverse unless the 
backing can be done safely and 
without interfering with other 
traffic. Backing is unlawful at 
any time on a controlled accesss 
highway or on the shoulder of a 
contolled access highway. A vehi- 
cle may not be operated on a 
sidewalk or a sidewalk area. 

Riding in a house trailer or 
towed camping trailer is not per- 
mitted. 

A person opening a vehicle 
door must make sure he can do so 
without interfering with moving 
traffic and must leave the door 
open only as long as necessary to

In a year of economic hard- 
ships, the 1980 United Way cam- 
paign has surpassed its goal of 
$8.2 million. 

John W. Woods, chairman of 
the board of Alabama Bancor- 


: poration and 1980 United Way 
¢ campaign general chairman, an- 
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nounced the final pledged 
amount of $8,211,349 on 
November 18. This marks the 
58th consecutive year that the 
campaign has reached, or sur- 
passed, its goal. 

The United Way serves 46 
agencies in Shelby, Jefferson and 
Walker counties, with services 
ranging from alcoholism 
rehabilitation to youth programs. 
Last year, one out of every four 
persons in the three-county area 
benefited from those services. 

Over 5,000 area volunteers 
gave their time, talent and efforts 
to this year’s campaign, while 32 
sponsored executives from 
private industries dedicated ten 
weeks to United Way activities. 

The 1980 campaign began at a 
financial disadvantage because of 
numerous area plant closing and 


layoffs. Compared to 1979's 
campaign, which raised $8.1 
million, those closings 


represented $1 million in con- 
tributions lost to this year’s cam- 
paign. 

“The United Way growth had 
been about $700,000 a year, but 
with this immediate loss of $1 
million, we cautiously set the 
1980 goal at $8.2 million. We 
were going into this campaign 
with the largest increase in 
history while facing the worst 
economic outlook in 25 years,”’ 
said Woods.

Finances reported ‘sound’ 


at Shelby Memorial Hospital 


by David Moore 

Shelby Memorial Hospital is in 
‘*good, sound, financial shape,”’ 
its directors were told during the 
last board meeting. 

The fiscal assessment was of- 

fered by R. Travis Kirkpatrick, a 
partner in the accounting firm of 
Ernst and Whinney, who con- 
ducted the hospital’s annual 
audit. The preliminary audit 
figures were passed on to the 
state’s chief examiner of public 
accounts and the final figures will 
be presented at the board’s next 
regular meeting, Tuesday, 
December 16. 
Kirkpatrick noted that Shelby 
Memorial’ s, ““good financial pic- 
ture’? was due in large part to 
strong, internal monetary con- 
trols established by Gene Taylor, 
the hospital’s financial director. 
Kirkpatrick assured the board 
that he would have pointed out 
any money management 
weaknesses at the hospital ‘‘if 
you had any.”’ 

Board Chairman Ben Grubbs 
and director Herman Moore both 
noted that the preliminary figures 
reflected the best financial pic- 
ture they’d seen at the hospital, 
especialiy the fact that the ac- 
counting firm had included no 


letter of recommended manage- -- 


ment or policy changes. 

During the November 25 
meeting the accountant revealed 
that while hospital expenses in- 
creased 15%, a figure in keeping 
with statewide figures, the net pa- 
tient service revenues increased 
16%. Kirkpatrick called the 
hospital’s ratio of $3.4 million in 
assets to $1.8 million in liabilities, 
**stable.”’ 

Too, he said that the slight 
decrease in patient days over the 
last four years has basically been 
offset by a slight increase in ad- 
missions. 

Taylor reported that the pa- 


tient census in October 1980 
stood at 85.4% occupancy, an in- 
crease in seven percentage points 
over October 1979. 

The net income of October 
1980 was stated at nearly 
$170,000. 

‘*We’re off to a good start (on 
the fiscal year),’’ Taylor stated. 

SMH administrator Rolland 
Bradford complimented Taylor 
and his staff for their work. 

In answer to a question posed 


by director Herchiel Meadows, 
Kirkpatrick adivsed that with 
continued good management the 
40-bed addition to the new floor 
would be able to support itself. 

The construction project, he 
added, has cost to date about $4 
million and approximately that 
Same amount remained to be 
spent in completion of all the 
work.

Shelco fire district 


loses another round 


Shelco has lost another round 
in their effort to establish a fire 
district. 

Ruling on the case which 
Shelco filed following the July 8 
election in which the district was 
defeated, Judge Robert Arm- 
strong upheld the election. 

When the district lost by just 
10 votes, Shelco decided to 
challenge the election and try and 
have it overturned. 

It was believed that as many as 
11 people who had cast ballots 
were ineligible to vote. 

Evidence on the illegal voting 
and various other irregularities 
that Shelco contended had taken 
place during the election, was 
presented in court Oct. 8. But at 


that time, all the names on the 
voting list had not been checked 
to determine eligibility. 

When county attorney Frank 
Ellis and the plantiff’s attorney 
Bill Justice finished gathering 
that information, it was 
presented to Judge Armstrong 
for him to take under advise- 
ment. 

However, only eight people 
were found who should not have 
cast ballots. 

In rendering his decision last

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County lacks disaster plan

Play it by ear. That could well 
be the name of the county-wide 
emergency plan which would be 
put into effect in the event of a 
massive natural or man-made 
disaster. 

‘We'd just have to go with 
whatever a particular situation 
dictates,’’ admits Shelby County 
Civil Defense Director Bill 
Tucker. The emergency opera- 
tions used to deal with a massive 
disaster would be on a catch-as- 
catch-can basis, he says. 

Some people in Shelby County 
are concerned about this plan, or 
lack of plan. What would hap- 
pen, they ask, if half the county 
had to be evacuated because a 
train carrying highly toxic 
chemicals derailed? Or what if an 
airliner crashed on Oak Moun- 
tain? Tornadoes, floods, tank 
farm fires, atomic bombs--the list 
of possible disasters is not plea- 
sant. 

One county fire chief, who ask- 
ed not to be named, noted the 
lack of county-wide emergency 
plans and called the civil defense 
here a ‘‘scam.,”’ 

‘*He (Tucker) is like 
everybody, probably undermann- 
ed and no funds. But the civil 
defense in this county is a scam, 
Something needs to be done, 
some paper work. 

“The buzz word of the ’80’s is

Lee Calhoun, an Alabaster 
resident who attended the Red 
Cross Disaster School held four 
months ago in Jefferson County, 
expressed concern over the lack 
of evacuation plans for Shelby 
County. Too, she said, a central 
emergency number is needed that 
is staffed 24-hours a day with so- 
meone who can put plans into ac- 
tion. 

According toTucker, the Birm- 


ingham ‘‘911’’ emergency 
number doesn’t work for Shelby 
County. In the event of a 


disaster, he said, the Sheriff’s 
Department could be contacted 
at 669-4181. 

*‘The Sheriff’s Department 
does a pretty good job of keeping 
track of everything,’’ Tucker 
said. He himself wears a beeper 
and keeps posted by radio. 

Nonetheless, ‘‘There’s a basis 
for concern,”’ he said. 

The county’s ‘‘emergency 
operation plan’’ assumes 
assistance from other civil 


municipal judge Eason Mitchell 
told the audience ‘‘the way we 
live and deal with our fellow man 
should be the way people know 
we’re Masons - not by signs or 
tokens.”’

designate buildings to be used as 


emergency temporary morgu¢s, 
and contact volunteers to give 
them specific orders. 

‘A centralized disaster plan is 
needed,’ Bryars stated. ‘We 
can’t wait and see if someone will 
help. We’ve got to know ahead of 
time. It appalls me and makes me 
mad that we can’t do this on a 
county-wide basis.” 

““You can take a plan so far,”’ 
Tucker said. ‘“‘But beyond that 
it’s not feasible. We’re trying to 
make it as foolproof as we can, 
but we need volunteers from sér- 
vice organizations.”’ 

In the event massive disaster 
strikes Shelby County, Tucker 
stated, ‘‘There will be something 
done. Hopefully, just plain com- 
mon sense will pull everyone 
together.’’

The year was 1843. The last In- 
dians had left the banks of the 
Coosa opposite Shelby Shores 
only seven years before. 

Not a single Whig newspaper 
was being published within 
seventy-five miles of the 
flourishing town of Talladega, so 
local attorney Daniel Sayre gave 
birth to the Alabama Reporter. 

Besides advocating the election 
of ‘‘that great American 
statesman, Henry Clay, to the 
Presidency,’’ the Reporter 
favored the Whig party, the 
United States Bank, and a protec- 
tive tariff. Of the original 
political goals, only the tariff 
eventually came to pass. 

Sayre also set out to “‘at all 
times support the cause of good 


order and morality among the 
people, and diffuse useful infor- 
mation in regard to agriculture, 
science and the arts.” 


The Reporter has been pursu- 
ing that last goal with all the 
resources at its command every 
week for the last 136 years. 


Paper and ink shortages, 
postal regulation changes, 
military occupation and censor- 
ship, over thirty different com- 
petitors, sweeping political 
changes, public apathy, and 
financial depressions have all 
come and gone, but the Reporter 
has appeared every week since the 
days of the Van Buren ad- 
ministration. 


In 1865, things were so 
desperate that a subscription cost 
nearly twice what it does today, 
despite more than a century of in- 
flation. Of course, we still took 
Confederate dollars in 1865. 


In 1922, the late Luther Fowler 
moved the paper to Columbiana, 
and in 1923 gave it the name it 
still publishes under today, the 
Shelby County Reporter. 

Because Fowler was deemed 
too neutral politically, ardent 
Democrats started in 1929 the 
paper that was to prove the 
Reporter’s most persistent rival. 
A merger in 1948 ended the 
schism, with the surviving paper 
being called the Shelby County 
Democrat-Reporter for a few 


years to soothe Democratic sen- 
sitivities. 

Since the late 1960's, the 
Reporter’s has set the pace for 
the newspaper industry in adop- 
ting the very latest in printing and 
typesetting technology. More 
changes have been made here in 
the last 12 years than in the 
preceding 125. 

Like the people of Shelby 
County, the Reporter is proud of 
its rich heritage, confident that as 
it enters the future, the turmoils 
and troubles of the present will be 
better appreciated if viewed with 
the perspective of the past. 

The Reporter enters its 137th 
year as Shelby County enters its 
161st, anticipating that the best 
years for both lie ahead.

To Board of Education 


New chairman elected 


Atter she was elected Chair- 
man of the Shelby County Board 
of Education for the 1980-81 year 
Tuesday evening, Barbara Whit- 
man told her male colleagues, 
‘*You must want a woman telling 
you what to do.”’ 

Elaine Hughes had held the 
position previously, before she 
moved out of the county and 
resigned. 

Jack Upchurch was elected 
vice-chaiman of the board when 
they held their monthly meeting 
at Thompson Middle School. 

And the panel’s two new 
members were sworn in by Pro- 
bate Judge Tommy Snowden. 
The oath of office was ad- 
ministered to Dr. Bill Fancher 
and Claude Lee. 

Even though the check from 
the state was prorated 7.94%, 
Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles expressed his 
pleasure at the early arrival date. 

He reported that the check for 
$833,000 was in the board office 
Nov. 19, adding ‘‘that’s all we 
can expect in any given month 
from now on.”’ 

Knowles also told the board 
that ad valorem tax and money 
from the one cent sales tax was 
coming in. 

He later pointed out to the 
Reporter that it was due to the 
citizens of the county seeing fit to 
tax themselves, that the school 
system was able to maintain its 
financial position. 

Situations concerning two 
teachers were brought to the at- 
tention of the board. 

The superintendent recom- 
mended that the request for Jen- 
nifer William’s transfer from 
Montevallo High School to 
Pelham High School be 
withdrawn. 

Since she did not want to 
move, Williams had asked for a 
hearing, but due to illness, it had 
not been held. 

Noting that prolonging the 
matter further would disrupt 150 
students at both schools, the 
superintendent recommended 
Williams stay in her present loca- 
lion, 

The reason for the move had 
been due a drop of enrollment at 
Montevallo and an increase at 
Pelham. 

Approving that recommenda- 
tion, the panel also agreed to pur- 
sue the case involving the 


dismissal of Riverchase teacher 
Odessa Jackson all the way to the 
Alabama Supreme Court, if 
necessary. 

The board’s decision to dismiss 
Jackson for incompetence had 
been overturned by the tenure 
commission, and their appeal had 
met defeat on three levels, the 
latest being the Court of Civil 
Appeals. 

But Knowles said he had learn- 
ed the board could request a 
rehearing before that court and it 
was agreed this should be done. 


Forging ahead with plans to 
update and maintain the policy 
manuel, Knowles said that revi- 
sion and clarification was being 
done and a vote would be taken 
at the next meeting.

Stewart Dudley points out that 
the aesthetics of the stable were a 
major consideration from the 
start. But functional practicality 
with Thoroughbreds in mind was 
the bottom line behind every 
aspect of the building. 

The 80’ x 42’ stable dimensions 
were determined by the nine 
14-foot square stalls. Barred 
sliding doors open from each stall 
into the 14-foot wide main asile, 
wide enough for freedom of 
passage for a large horse or a 
vehicle. Too, as a fire precaution, 
each stall has functional Dutch 
doors leading directly outside, 
Stewart explains. 

Also as a fire safety precau- 
tion, hay and bedding materials 
are not stored overhead in the 
stable, but instead in large Lean- 
tos, built onto the metal riding 
ring. The stable, ring and lean-tos 
are connected by a _ covered 
walkway. 

By not incorporating the stan- 
dard hayloft, the two-story main 
asile is left open overhead. The 
cupolas, equipped with vent fans, 
work much like chimneys, draw- 
ing cooling air through the Dutch 
doors and windows, and blowing 
hot air out the roof. 

Heaters will warm the horses in 
the winter. Too, the stalls are 
equipped with automatic water- 
ing troughs. A hot-water washing 
stall has also been added.

Shop cautiously for childrén’s gifts 


When shopping for children’s 
holiday gifts, beware of those 
that pose threats to eyes, cautions 
the National Society to Prevent 
Blindness. 

More than 5,000 eye injuries 
were linked to toys last year and 
nearly two-thirds of these ac- 
cidents were suffered by children 
under the age of fifteen. BB guns, 
darts and bows and arrows were 
responsible for another 1,100 eye 
injuries among youngsters in this 
age range. 

‘*Ninety percent of all eye in- 
juries are preventable,’’ noted 
Virginia. S. Boyce, executive 
director of the National Society. 
“‘Safety-conscious adults can 
protect children from eye 
damage--and in some cases the 
loss of an eye--by picking toys 
and games carefully and by 


teaching youngsters how to play 
wisely. 


Eye damage also can result 
from toys and games with less ap- 
parent hazards. Building sets, 
skateboards and battery-operated 
toys were a few of those responsi- 
ble for eye injuries last year, 
primarily among children under 


15. In some cases, the child may 
be too young to handle a toy. 
Often, too, play gets rough and 
youngsters accidentally hurt’ 
themselves or playmates. 

Most of these eye injuries hap- 
pen when children are not super- 
vised. It’s very important that 
parents show their children how 
to use their gifts properly.

ment procedures. 

He said the new law also in- 
creases VA ‘tutorial assistance 
payments by 10 percent and 
changes the amount VA can pay 
under correspondence or flight 
training for students enrolled in 
these programs after Sept. 1, 
1980. 

For them, he said, VA can pay 
70 percent of the total charges for 
correspondence training or 60 
percent of those for flight train- 
ing. These changes in rate of pay- 
ment are effective Oct. 1. 
Students who enrolled Sept. 1 or 
earlier will continue to get 90 per- 
cent of the total charges 
throughout the course. 

For the first time, Davis noted, 
flight training students will be 
eligible for education loans based 
on need of up to $2,500. 

Also in the legislation was a 
change in the -way VA will pay 
veteran-students training while in 
jail. Veterans imprisoned on a 
felony conviction will no longer 
receive monthly educational 
allowances but will be reimbursed 
only for training expenses. 

Davis said guideline instruc- 
tions on these program revisions 
are now being developed at VA 
Central Office in Washington.

A 
given booster club is more likely 
to list football helmets and 
stadium lights higher on the 
priority list than a set of hurdles.

Continued from page B-1 
against varsity kids?”’ 

Lovett adds that although 
track offers a lot of personal ac- 
complishment, the glamour just 
isn’t there. Exposure by the 
media and more interest on the 
state level would help generate in- 
terest, he says. 

Briarwood’s Bobby Scott, 
who, along with Jim Barnes at 
Vincent, is the only other track 
coach in the county with a track 
background. He states that foot- 
ball and money are the bottom 
line drawbacks facing track pro- 
grams. 

“I’ve got an ideal situation,” 
Scott says of his position at the 
private school. ‘*But the county’s 
not going to pay anyone to coach 
just track. And it’s asking maybe 
too much to have a coach pick up 
another sport for free. That’s 
probably the main problem.”’ 

A coach’s enthusiasm, Scott 
suggests, can overcome 99% of a 
lack in track knowledge. And 
money would certainly help 
generate that enthusiasm. 

As for enthusiasm among 
students, Scott contends, ‘‘The 
only way (to start a track program 
is to try and build it into your PE 
program, get them to include a 
unit of track and field. That’ll 
kinda’ whet the kids’ appetites 
and you can keep an eye out for 
talent. The younger you get 
them, the better. 

“<1 want my school to compete 
in Shelby County, so I'd like to 
think track is growing here,”’ the 
Briarwood coach notes. ‘The 
new tracks built have to be seen 
as a positive thing. I’ma little op-

aren’t sure, do it anyway. 

To insure proper bleeding, 
simply slash the throat and 
elevate the hind quarters of the 
carcass. 

Colling: Cool the carcass pro- 
mptly and thoroughly. Hang it 
and prop the chest cavity open 
with a stick to allow air circula- 
tion. If you prefer, quarter and 
wrap the game in muslin or 
cheese cloth. Avoid using tarps or 
canvas bags which tend to hold in 
the heat. 

In warm weather, cool the 
animal by placing bags of ice 
cubes in the body cavity. Small 
birds can be cleaned, wrapped 
and placed immediately on ice in 
an ice chest. Once cooled, take 
the game home as quickly as 
possible and refrigerate or freeze 
it.

two years’ work ahead 


The state highway department 
has beefed up safety precautions 


Sia highway 280 at Oak Mountain 


where two traffic fatalities have 
occurred in recent weeks.

The safety problem originates 
where the new four-lane section 
of road over the mountain bot- 
tlenecks into old, two-lane sec- 
tions of road to the east and west.

Calera unites to straighten Hwy 25 


It will cost somewhere between 
one and two million dollars to re- 
route Highway 25 through 
Calera. 

That ballpark figure was given 
to Calera’s Highway 25 commit- 
tee at a meeting last Friday night 
by Joe Holley, engineer with the 
Alabama State Highway Depart- 
ment. 

Holley said at the public 
meeting, the re-routing is ‘‘very 
workable.’’ He noted that most 
of the right-of way is already ac- 
quired, since the route would be 
mainly on dedicated streets. 

The proposed route would 
straighten out the highway, 
bypass the high school, and avoid 
two 90-degree turns. It is propos- 
ed that the new route run in front 
of city hall, cross Highway 31 
and re-join the present Highway 
25 near Interstate--65. 

Holley said that on January 13 
he will return to Calera with a 


detailed map outlining the pro- 
posed route. 

No one at last Friday’s meeting 
opposed the route change. In 
fact, everyone at the public 
meeting endorsed the idea, in- 
cluding several trucking com- 
panies that are heavy users of 
Highway 25. 

A spokesman for Matlack 
Trucking said his company trucks 
make 16,600 trips through Calera 
per year on the present highway. 
He said the straightened route 
would cut down on wear and tear 
on his trucks’ springs and axles 
by eliminating the two sharp 
turns. 

Other industries and truckers 
represented at the meeting were 
Allied Products, Truck 
Transport, Magic City Trucking, 
Southern Haulers and Seaman 
Timber Company. They all sup- 
ported the proposed re-routing.

$60 million bond issue passed for schools 


by Fob James 

In June I reported to you that I 
was authorizing the sale of some 
$90 million in bonds for im- 
provements in our primary and 
secondary schools. As you know, 
the bond market, like many other 
financial markets, has been very 
unstable. 

Because of this instability, we 
were unable to sell the original 
authorized issue, But I am proud 
tO announce that we completed 
transactions last week for a $60 
million bond issue. Every dollar 
of this sale will go towards im- 
provements in the physical 
facilities of primary and secon- 
dary schools across Alabama. 

As I have discovered through 
this administration’s ‘‘War on Il- 
literacy’’, Opportunity for learn- 
ing is greatly enhanced by a 
school’s physical condition. 
Money from this bond issue will 
go for purchases of essential 
items like desks and gym equip- 
ment. Also included are room ad- 
ditions, cafeteria expansions, 
roofing, and bathroom renova- 
tions. I have no doubt that 
money spent in these areas of 
education are necessary and fun- 


damental to aid in providing the 
best education available for the 
tax dollar we have to spend. 

The one drawback from this 
bond issue is that like all borrow- 
ed money, it must be paid back, 
and there will be an interest pay- 
ment, too. These bonds will be 
retired through the Special 
Education Trust Fund (SETF). 
SETF is funded each year 
through earmarked revenues col- 
lected from various tax sources. 
This year, SETF is aleady in pro- 
ration - meaning there has not 
been enough growth in the 
revenue sources to fulfill the 
budgeted needs of education. 

Problems of growth to fulfill 
the education needs, along with 
retirement of this bond debt and 
others seems to point clearly to 
some of the basic problems I have 
addressed since taking office 
nearly two years ago. We must 
seek sound solutions to these fun- 
ding problems. 

Above all, our ‘‘War on Il- 
literacy’’ is working. Our test 
scores were at or above the na- 
tional average for the first time in 
Alabama’s history. Our Basic 
Skills Teams are continuing their 


fine efforts to determine where 
and for what reasons problems 
areas exist. Our teachers, and 
school administrators are work- 
ing diligently to see that the 
school-aged children of Alabama 
are getting the best education 


they are able to provide. 

As time passes, I will recom- 
mend additional steps aimed at 
improving our education funding 
needs to insure that education 
gets its fair share of your tax 
dollar.

License fees were raised for 28 
items. Professional people 
operating a business will be pay- 
ing an extra $50 bringing their fee 
to $200. 

A shoemaker will pay $40 more 
for his license which has been on- 
ly $10. 

Signpainters, tax consultants, 
cattle dealers and retail meat 
dealers have had their fee doubl- 
ed bringing it to $50. 

Wholesale beer distributors 
will pay a $100 fee and any 
establishment that sells whiskey 
‘will be charged $200 plus 5% of

Giving junior a gun as Christmas present 


calls for several serious considerations

Chugging from the nawth paul 
at full reindeer speed, Santa 
Claus will soon be here. 

I know many fathers, who still 
follow hunting as a healthy sport, 
are anxious to get their young 
boys a ‘“‘hunting gun.’”’ 

This potential decision is one 
of the most important for a 
parent -- and this is especially 
poignant for a mother if she is the 
single parent with dependent 
children. As a youngster who 
without a gun accompanied his 
dad afield for a couple of 
seasons, I was allowed to shoot 
quail with his shotgun when I was 
13 years old. 

You and I know some growing 
youths mature faster than some 
young adults. We know 40 and 


50-year-olds_kill themselves and _ 


others ‘‘accidentally’’ with 
firearms. 

A parent simply has to make 
his own decision as to a boy or 
girl’s gun ownership age. You 
would be surprised at the calls I 
get during this month as to what 
gun ‘‘would you suggest I get my 
son for Christmas?’’ 

What kind of gun -- calibre, 
gauge, action, brand -- is the con- 
fusion that clouds that issue of 
the proper Christmas gift. The 
day of the gift undoubtedly tags 
the occasion as the day a boy 
becomes a man (ora girl becomes 
a woman) and puberty or 
adolescence has nothing to do 
with it! 

First of all, a game species has 
a lot to do with gun choice. If you 
are living near the TVA waters in 
north Alabama or near Mobile 
Bay, duck and goose hunting is 


often the most popular sport. A 
lightweight young waterfolwer 
should shoulder nothing less than 
a 20-gauge 3-inch magnum scat- 
tergun in full or modified choke. 
I’m in the minority, but I prefer 
the double gun -- over-and-under 
or side-by-side. The autoloader 
(there are no automatic shotguns) 
is probably the best buy. The 
*‘cornshucker’’ or repeating. 
pumpgun is excellent, but this ac- 
tion has a lower popularity than 
the autoloader. However, the 
more mechanized the firearm, the 
more likely it may malfunction or 
jam. This is one reason I’m a 
double aficionade. Come to think 
of it, many persons have called 
me a double barreled something 
or other. 

Hunting squirrels is a great 
sport of many where bushytails 
are abundant in the oak bottoms 


and hickory ridges, The .22.is the... 


choice harvest tool of the 
specialist where it can be safely 
used because he must take his 
game with well placed head shots. 
The bolt-action rifle would be my 
choice. However, pump and lever 
action models are good choices. 
There are those who would lean 
toward the ‘‘auto.’’ This is a 
poor choice in my opinion. (Did 
you war veterans ever see a 
machine gunner who fired a 
single shot to drop an enemy 
soldier?) 

Biggest demand for rifles today 
is for deerhunting. Choose 
nothing smaller than .243 (6mm) 
calibre because this is the smallest 
calibre permitted for taking deer 
by current state regulation. You 
might select 7mm, .300, .303, the 
.270, 30-06 and others but stick

to most popular calibres. Again 
I’m for the bolt-action or the 
single shot Ruger, because the 
deer hunter seldom has a chance 
to get off more than one well 
aimed shot. Other available ac- 
tions include pump, lever and 
autoloader. 


For turkey, rabbit, all fowl, the 
shotgun is the ticket. It is also 
good for squirrels and can be us- 
ed for stalk hunting deer if you 
use rifled slugs. I suggest nothing 
less than the 20-gauge, but this 


gun chambered for the 3-inch 
magnum cartridge can also han- 
dle regular 2 and %-inch car- 
tridges. I’m a 16-gauge buff, but 
the ammo is often difficult to 
find in rural areas. The 12-gauge 
gun and ammo are still. standard. 
The 28-gauge is an oddity. I have 
no use for the .410 gauge.

Poaching remains problem 


by Jack Hagopian 
Dept. of Conservation 

There is probably no one per- 
son who stirs up the blood of 
hunters and other wildlife en- 
thusiasts as the illegal hunter. 
That fellow, who disregards law, 
property rights, and management 
of wildlife usually has contempt 
for fairplay and his fellow man. 

An accurate count of the 
wildlife illegally taken annually in 
Alabama is unknown, but 
estimates run in the thousands. 
Poaching has been and remains a 
major problem in the illegal tak- 
ing of wildlife. 


The Legislature has authorized 
some stiff penalties to discourage 
these revolting practices. 

These penalties include a $25 to 
$500 fine for hunting on property 
of another without written per- 
mission. These penalties go up 
for those caught hunting in a 
closed season from $50 to $500 
for the first offense, $100 to $500 
for the second offense and $250 
to $500 for the third or successive 
offenses, and at the discretion of 
the court a possible six month 
sentence for any of those of- 
fenses. Those who hunt deer at 
night, which is illegal, can expect 
fines of $50 to $500, and anyone 
actually taking a deer at night 
faces a $500 to $1,000 fine and 
probable confiscation of all 
equipment, including vehicles. 

Today, enforcing these laws 
there are approximately 155 
uniformed Wildlife Conservation 
enforcement Officers (CEO) 
equipped with boats, motors, and 
vehicles, including 43 new four- 
wheel drive pickup trucks. In ad- 
dition, the Game and Fish Divi- 
sion is organized and capable of 
immediately deploying as many 
as 12 additional CEO’s into a 
specific area requiring additional 
officers. 


As a hunter, who observes or 
even suspects any illegal hunting 
activity, you no longer have to 
feel helpless. Here’s what you 
should do! Get word to the Game 
and Fish Division. Outside the 
Montgomery area call 
1-800-392-5832 Mondays through 
Fridays from 8 a.m., until 5 p.m., 
Provide your name and a

telephone number where you can 
be reached and ask that this in- 
formation be relayed to the Game 
and Fish Conservation Enforce- 
ment Section, requesting that 
they return your call. Do not at- 


tempt to pass on to the operator 
information concerning the il- 
legal hunter. That will be done 
when the Conservation Enforce- 
ment Section returns your call. If 
in the Montgomery area, call the 
Enforcement Section directly at 


mits the CEO’s to build a more 
solid case and successfully pro- 
secute another illegal hunter and 
remove this menace to wildlife.

Before making your call, you 
have some very important things 
to do. First, make no contact 
with the illegal hunter. That is the 
CEO’s job. Let him handle it! 
Your job is to keep your eyes and 
ears open, taking in as much as 
you safely can of the illegal ac- 
tivity you witness or suspect.

Should city float bonds for dentist?

One Columbiana councilman 
wasn't in favor of bonds being 
issued to help a dentist build a 
clinic. 

And another member of the 
panel said he thought it was 
foolish to hire a person to pump 
gasoline for city vehicles when so- 
meone already on the payroll 
could do it. 

However, reactivating the 
medical clinic board and employ- 
ing a parttime person to handle 
pumping duties had both received 
the council’s approval at previous 
meetings. 

J.1. Harrison, a former banker 
who is paving the way for the 
construction of a dental clinic Dr. 
Robert Thornburg wants to con- 
struct, brought the council new 
information on the project at its 
meeting December 4. 

Several months ago, the coun- 
cil had okayed the medical clinic 


board being reactivated. But 
Harrison reported bond at- 
torneys were not satisfied with 
the legality of the first board. 

He explained that some of the 
board minutes were missing plus 
the fact Columbiana was a town 
when the first board was formed 
and now it’s classified as a city. 

For those reasons, he said, the 
attorneys recommended a new 
board be established. 

But Walker felt that if ihe 
council approved the sale of 
bonds for tax exemption pur- 
poses to help Thornburg, the 
same thing should be done for 
every business. 

Mayor Buck Falkner pointed 
out that an Industrial board had 
been activated to help Simsco 
begin operations, noting that the 
city wouldn’t actually be involv- 
ed. 

In his explanation of changes 
that had occurred since the last 


time he appeared at a meeting, 
Harrison said that two of the 
three board members were new. 

Gerald Fulton and Hank Spires 
had replaced him and Alvin Stin- 
son because of conflicting in- 
terests, Harrison said. Former 
mayor Dick Ozley is still on the 
board. 

Although Bill Justice, a 
member of the law firm that 
represents the city, has said all 
the papers establishing the board 
are in order, Walker thought 
there should be more investiga- 
tion, 

Telling Harrison the matter 
would be ‘‘thrashed out,’’ Mayor 
Falkner said an answer would be 
given in five or six days. 


In order to keep a better check 
on the gasoline from the city 
pump, Willard Cross was hired to 
work a maximum of ten hours a 
week with a maximum salary of 
$4 an hour. 


Voting no on the finance com- 
mittee proposal, Councilman 
Owen said that in his opinion it 
was ‘‘ridiculous.”’ 

Owen felt that someone 
already on the payroll could be 
given that responsibility. 

Councilman Harold McCord 
brought out the fact that this 
method of keeping track of 
gasoline was being done on a trial 
basis for a year. He mentioned 
that methods being used by other 
municipalities were being 
studied. 

The council was unanimous in 
approving the employment of a 
parttime secretary to help City 
Clerk Mary Largin issue business 
licenses and conduct surveys. 

Her salary is to be $3.50 an 
hour. But the panel also agreed to 
pay only mileage for two Sam- 
ford University students who will 
assist in doing a survey to deter- 
mine who lives within the city

above in two of the three main 
subjects (language, reading and 
math) on the most recent Califor- 
nia achievement test; and having 
the recommendation of the 
classroom teacher and parental 
permission. 

Mrs. Lowe says the purpose of 
the program is to provide oppor- 
tunities to ‘‘develop creative 
thinking and problem solving 
skills that are too often deemed 
impossible to provide in a regular 
classroom setting.’’

teacher remarked. 
In addition to trips to a 


planetarium, an art and history 
museum and to the tennis courts 
of a local pro, students have also 
heard from local artists and a 
psychologist who visited their 
classroom. 

The program also tries to come 


up with projects in which the en- 
tire school can participate, Lowe 
noted. 

One that she named was a 
mock election in which everyone 
voted by paper ballot. Voting 
demonstrations were also given 
on a sample voting machine pro- 
vided by the county, the teacher 
related. 

She also mentioned that 
materials purchased by the 
Parent Teacher Organization for 
the program, can be used by 
other classes in the school, 

The enrichment classes are held 
every afternoon except Monday 
with no more than 12 youngsters 
in the room. 

Second graders meet on Tues- 
day; third, fourth and fifth 
grades meet together on Wednes- 
day; just fourth graders assemble 
on Thursday and third and fifth 
grade participants have a session 
Friday. 

**We been visited by members 
of the central staff from the 
Board of Education,’’ Lowe 
reported, “and they’ve bcen 
pleased with what they’ve seen.”’ 

**In fact,” the LEAP teacher 
beamed, ‘‘Special Education 
Coordinator Dr. Linda Nolen 
said she would like to see it in 
every school in the county.”

Seasonal rise in crime 


not appearing this year | 


by David Moore 

Christmas. It may be the 
season that children entertain vi- 
sions of sugar plums and expect a 
visit from St. Nick, but for law 
enforcement officers, Christmas 
marks the season they usually ex- 
perience a sharp rise in crime, 
especially burglaries and thefts. 

But from the viewpoint of 
most law enforcement agencies at 
work in north Shelby County, it 
just doesn’t seem like Christmas 
this year. 

And that’s good news. 

Helena, Pelham and Alabaster 
police report that they have not 
experienced the usual season rise 
in crime this Christmas. And the 
sheriff’s department reports that 
all has been unusually quiet on 
the north Shelby front between 
highways 280 and 31. 

Only the Hoover police, who 
have patrolled Riverchase since 
its recent annexation report the

expected rise in crime. But their 
figures reflect criminal activities 
on the north side of the county 
line as well as Riverchase. 

Sheriff’s investigator Reed 
Smith, noting the lack of 
burglaries in north Shelby Coun- 
ty says he hopes it is due to the 
department’s doing a good job. 

‘‘We made several arrests on 
two groups last month and got 
some of our regular customers 
off the streets. That stopped a lot 
of (the burglaries),’’ he says. 

“Usually October, November 
and December are heavy mon- 
ths,’’ the investigator explained. 
**But it’s down and we’re going 
to work hard to see that it stays 
that way.”’ 

Alabaster Sgt. Larry Rollan 
notes that area is witnessing a 
small growth in crime, but not 
much, 

“Up to this point I’d say it’s 
less than previous years,’’ Rollan

Pelham man is found guilty 


on federal gun, drug charges 


A Pelham man has been con- 
victed in federal court on four 
counts of gun and drug charges. 
His sentence is for eight and a 
half years in prison. His at- 
torneys are appealing the case. 

Morris O. Davis, 51, was ar- 


"rested March 12, 1980 by United 


Narcotic Detail Operation agents 
and charged with intent to 
distribute some 28 pounds of 
marijuana and 75 quaaludes. He 
was also charged with unlawfully 
possessing an M-! carbine and a 
.22 calibre hand gun. 

Davis was arraigned in federal 
court-in Birmingham on Mon- 
day, Decémber-8. U.S. District 
Judge James Hancock read the 
guilty sentence Tuesday after- 
noon after the jury had 
deliberated about one hour. 

Prosecuting for the govern- 
ment was assistant U.S. attorney 
Bill L. Barnett, who afterwards 


Proia the Reporter he was pleased 


with the proceedings. 
Besides the eight and a half 


year sentence, Davis was also fin- 
ed $1,500 and given a 10 year 
special parole instead of the usual 
three year term, Barnett said. 

Davis still faces charges in 
Shelby County resulting from a 
raid on his house which was car- 
ried out by local law enforcement 
officials the day he was arrested 
by UNDO. Investigators from 
the Sheriff’s department and the 
Pelham police department con- 
fiscated some 20 guns, approx- 
imately 70 pounds of marijuana 
and additional quaaludes when 
they raided Morris’ residence on 
the Helena Road, about a mile 
from Tobacco World, his place 
of business on highway 31. 

Not only does Davis still face 
charges in Shelby County stemm- 
ing from that raid, but according 
to assistant district attorney Bob 
Williams he also has another set 
of charges pending. In October, 
when Davis was served his indict- 
ment on the federal charges, of-

states. ‘‘Maybe the good judges 
have put some (burglars) away 
and scared them off. Also, we’re 
on the road more and try to make 
more rounds this time of year.”’ 

Allan Wade reports Pelham’s 
situation is similar, though 
“*there’s a better chance of a per- 
son finding something they want 
to steal this time of year.’’ 

Although he admits he can’t 
prove the slump in crime is due to 
the efforts of his department, 
Wade says he thinks that inten- 
sified patrols in Pelham have 
played a part. 

Helena hasn’t had a burglary 
since November 6, reports assis- 
tant chief Ray Rollan. The last 
theft was reported November 13. 

“It’s unusually quiet. We had 
all our burglaries back before 
Thanksgiving,”’ the Helena of- 
ficer says. ‘‘Maybe the burglars 
are somewhere else doing their 
business. But if we stay on top of 
it, we can maybe discourage some 
of them.”’ 

If in fact the burglars are doing 
business somewhere else instead 
of just taking a vacation, that 

where else might be Hoover. 

"It’s definitely up in River- 
chase,’’ reports Lt. C.F. 
Spielman of the Hoover police. 
“1 don’t think it’s any worse, but 
with inflation, the value (of 
stolen goods) is greater.”’ 

With the annexation of River- 
chase, Hoover doubled its size 
from six square miles to 12 
square miles and added some 240 
dwellings to its population. To 
help handle the added burden of 
patrolling the area, the police 
department added two men per 
shift. They are also trying to 
establish neighborhood watch 
programs like they have started in 
other parts of Hoover, Spielman 
added. 

Hoover police request residents 
to report any suspicious activities 
in Riverchase by calling the 
822-5300 emergency number. 

Police in all four of the towns, 
as well as deputies with the 
sheriff’s department, also request 
residents who intend to go out of 
town, especially over the 
holidays, to call or come by the 
station and fill out a patrol re- 
quest. 

These forms let police know 
what cars will be left parked in 
your garage or drive, what lights 
should be on, when you’ll return 
home and other information that 
is passed on to the officers on

White from 


- Hoover Sanitation pointed out 


that he was the only one of the 
three bidders to post a $50,000 
certified check. 

It was Gingo’s contention that 
the city had specified that a bid 
bond be posted and that no 
bonds of that type were available. 

‘‘What’s better than cash?’’ 
White asked. 

Telling the council that he had 
the experience and the equipment 
to do the job, Gingo stressed that 
he could save the city money. 

But the council wasn’t ready to 
make a committment until the 
bids could be studied thoroughly. 

**There are a lot of factors to 
be- considered,’”’ Mayor H.A.

According to SCARES 
spokesman Joe Myers of Pelham, 
the discussions focused on the 
communication benefits that the 
new group could provide for the 
various agencies who would be 
involved in handling any massive 
emergency situation which might 
arise in Shelby County. 

As of now, no emergency pro- 
grams exist to deal with massive 
disaster situations. 

Myers said that SCARES 
would be able to perform such 
helpful activities as mobilizing 
radio units to gather damage

after he attended the meeting. ‘‘I 
can visualize them helping in a lot 
of situations. Their mobile units 
could assist us in our law enforce- 
ment if they are properly organiz- 
ed.’”” 

Said Civil Defense director Bill 
Tucker, ‘‘I can see where it’ll be 
lot of help to us. The best part is

l am strongly opposed to the 
U.S. Postal Service’s plan to im- 
plement its nine-digit zip code 
and have joined Iowa Senator 
Roger Jepsen in an attempt to 
block the plan. 

I don’t believe the Postal Ser- 
vice has completely thought 
through this plan which could 
end up costing American tax- 
payers more than $1 billion and 
American businesses another $1 
billion and have no appreciable 
effect on improving mail 
delivery. 

In order to implement the nine- 
digit zip code, the Postal Service 
has conceded it would need to 
purchase at least $1 billion worth 
of new, automated mail sorting 
equipment to handle the nine- 
digit zip. 

From what I can gather, postal 
authorities say they need the ex- 
panded zip codes so that many of 
the letters now read by postal 
workers could be read by a 
machine called an Optical 
Character Reader. They argue 
that after the initial $1 billion 
cost for equipment, the nine-digit 
zip would save money in the long 
run. 

: However, there has been little 
or no evidence presented that a 
shift to this confusing and expen- 
sive expanded zip code would 


save money or speed mail 
delivery. 

> Further, the nine-digit zip is 
designed to affect busines 


customers and not to improve 
mail service to the average 
tmerican taxpayer. Yet the 
Fostal Service has not examined

These costs could easily top 
another $1 billion--a cost which 
would ultimately be paid by the 
American people. 

I believe it is possible for the 
Postal Service to improve mail 
delivery service and to cut costs 
without resorting to this confus- 
ing nine-number zip code plan. 

For example, the Postal Ser- 
vice could use new automated 
mail sorting equipment to read 
the current, simpler five-digit zip 
codes. Further, the Postal Service 
could offer incentives to business 
customers to imprint special bar- 
codings on their billing and reply 
mail to increase efficiency. 

Beyond the practical and ra- 
tional objections to the new nine- 
digit zip code, there is the issue of 
strong negative public reaction. 
The Assistant Postmaster 
General has said the nine-digit zip 
plan cannot work ‘‘without the 
help, confidence and a degree of 
patience’’ on the part of the 
American people. 

If that is the case, then the plan 
is doomed from the start because 
public reaction to the proposal 
has been universally negative. 
Most Americans have adjusted 
well to the current five-digit zip 
but have said they will not accept 
the longer zip code. 

I have received a great deal of 
mail from Alabamians on this 
subject and almost every letter 
has been against this expensive 
and wasteful proposal. 


When I was in Europe earlier 
this Fall on the industrial trip to 
England, Germany, Denmark 


and Sweden, I took time to visit 
briefly with some of our soldiers 
in Frankfort.

Reaccreditation has been 


-awarded to the University of 


Montevallo one year early from 
the Southern Association of Col- 
leges and Schools (SACS). 

Reaccreditation through 1990 
was awarded to UM early after 
the University completed a 
SACS-approved non-traditional 
approach to the reaccreditation 
study, according to Dr. Russell 
G. Warren, vice president for 
academic affairs at UM. 

The non-traditional approach 
was based on the University’s 
now nationally recognized Mis- 
sion and Goals Commission 
report, which was completed in 
1978. UM’s overall mission and 
24 specific goals were spelled out 
in the report. The year-long reac-

Historical commission gets grant 


A $10,000 grant has- been 
awarded by the Alabama 
Historical Commission for a 
planning project which will result 
in the restoration and conversion 
of an 1885 building on the cam- 
pus of the Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind in Talladega. 

The building, which in recent 
years has housed maintenance 
materials and personnel was at 
one time used as a vocational 
training area and later as a gym- 
nasium. It is built of red brick 
and has the unique feature of 
round-arched windows and doors 
with double parapeted towers of 
turret fashion on the front. 

Dr. Jack Hawkins, president 
of AIDB said of the project, 
“The Alabama School for the 
Deaf has an acute need for addi- 
tional dormitory space. The 
restoration of this building will 
preserve our heritage and is cost 
effective, but to be successful will 
require the support of Institute 
friends. We currently do not have 
funds to go beyond planning, but 
we do expect community support 
and will make an appeal to the 


legislature.”’ 

Dr. Hawkins recognized the 
possibilities immediately upon his 
arrival on the Institute campus 
late last year and foresees it as a 
residential hall for approximately 
20 honors students of the 
Alabama School for the Deaf. He 
pointed out that additional suites 
could be established in the 
building for visiting alumni, 
parents of students and other 
guests of the Institute. 

It is his hope that Alabama 
citizens will rally to this project 
with furnishings of period date so 
that the proper setting may be 
had for ‘‘stepping back into the 
past,’’ while stressing the ad- 
vances being made by the 
sensory-impaired through in- 
creased educational opportunities 
at the Alabama Institute for Deal 
and Blind. 

Another magnificent structure 
on the Institute campus, located 
in close proximity to the old 
maintenance building is Manning 
Hall, a three and one-half story 
brick building of the Greek 
Revival period which was con-

Twelve 
of the accidents reported this 
season could possibly have been 
prevented if the victim had been 
wearing hunter orange clothing. 

The ten rules of hunting safety 
are as follows: 1. Treat every gun 
with the respect due a loaded 
gun, 

2. Watch that muzzle! Be able 
to control the direction of the 
muzzle even if you should stum- 
ble. 

3. Unload guns when not in 
use. Take down or have actions 
open; guns should be carried in 
case to the shooting area. 

4. Be sure barrel and action are 
clear of obstructions, and that 
you have only ammunition of the 
proper size for the gun you are 
carrying. 

5. Be sure of your target before 
you squeeze the trigger; know 
identifying features of the game 
you hunt. 

6. Never point a gun at 
anything you do not want to 
shoot; avoid all horseplay with a 
firearm. 

7. Never climb a fence or tree 
or jump a ditch with a loaded 
gun; never pull a gun toward you 
by the muzzle. 

8. Never shoot a bullet at a 
flat, hard surface or water; at 
target practice be sure your 
backstop is adequate. 

9. Store guns and ammunition 
separately, beyond the reach of 
children and careless adults. 

10. Avoid alcoholic beverages 
before or during shooting.

Each will cost in the 
neighborhood of $15 to $30, but 
you’ll save money and time in the 
long run. A top name compass 
that sells for $12 to $25 is a very 
useful instrument, especially if 
the recipient travels in strange 
woods a great deal. 

Clothing items which are out- 
doors oriented also make super 
gifts.

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Septic tanks can lead to contamination

District Conservationist 

Septic tanks are high on the list 
of potential threats to public 
health through groundwater con- 
tamination. This is the conclu- 
sion of a recent study published 
by the Enviornmental Protection 
Agency. 

Realizing that central treat- 
ment facilities may not be prac- 
tical in sparsely populated areas, 
several alternatives are now 
under study to reduce or 
eliminate the use of septic tank 
systems. 

We in Shelby County are 
especially vulnerable to ground- 
water contamination. We have 
seen extensive use of septic tank 
disposal systems throughout the 
county during the past ten years. 
As most of us realize, our major 
housing development patterns are 
based on septic tank waste 
disposal systems. 

The biggest concern at present, 
is contamination of our ground- 
water through sinkholes or 
limestone cavities. The county 
Health Department has taken a 
firm stand to reduce this hazard

There’s no place like home for 
the holidays, and this year South 
Central Bell will have 22) 
operators working in Birm- 
ingham to help friends and loved 
ones place long distance calls on 
Christmas Day.

If calls are made on Christmas 
day, Sechriest urges customers to 
make their calls when calling 
volumes are expected to be low. 
This will occur between 7-10 a.m. 
and 4-6:30 p.m. 

“Finally, if the lines are busy 
when you place your calls, please 
wait a few minutes before trying 
again,”’ Sechriest concluded.

by not allowing spetic tanks to be 
installed within 300 feet of a 
known “‘sinkhole’’ area. 
However, since most of the 
residential development is 
through the limestone valley ex- 
tending from Montevallo 
through Alabaster, Pelham and 
on the Cahaba Valley Road 
(Highway 119), we know that we 
have several disposal systems 
over unknown limestone caverns 


or “‘sinkholes’’. The thing in our 
favor is that most of the drinking 
water in these areas comes from 
closely monitored water systems 
as opposed to individual wells. 
Another point well worth men- 
tioning is, the many old ‘‘sinks’’ 
out in rural areas that I have seen 
filled with trash, household gar- 
bage and dead livestock. If you 
or your neighbor gets water from 
a well, you should be very careful 
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with what you dump into these 
old ‘‘sinkholes’’. 

The best solution to any form 
of groundwater contamination is 
prevention. Once contaminated, 
it is extremely difficult to clear up 
the problem. Landowners, 
homeowners, developers, 
engineers and governmental 
agencies should work together to 
insure that we have an ample sup- 
ply of clean drinking water.

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Winter fishing is best for catching big ‘uns

First White House tree dates to 1856 


In 1856, President Pierce 
erected the first Christmas tree in 
the White House.

When a new city tax was put 
into effect in Calera on December 
1, four of the five major 
distributors announced they 
would no longer deliver beer to 
the city’s nine retail outlets that 
sell beer. 

Only one of the five major 
distributors in this area continued 
to deliver beer to the city’s nine 
retail outlets that sell beer.

have agreed to pay the city’s tax 
of two cents per can on beer sold 
within the city limits and one cent 
per can on beer sold within 
Calera’s police jurisdiction. 

Tax stamps will not be affixed 
to the cans or bottles. Rather, the 
new system agreed to by the 
Shelby County Commission will 
be copied by the beer distributors 
in paying the Calera taxes. 

Under that system computeriz- 
ed records are kept, and the com- 
panies provide the list of beer 
quantities sold to the county so 
taxes can be fiqured. They will 
use a similar system with Calera.

Twenty-Four Pages in Two Sections 


unty reaches 64,000 | 


in new census report 


by Marcia M, Sears - 

New figures released by the 
Bureau of the Census this week 
show that the population of 
Shelby County is 64,196. 

This figure is up considerably 
from the earliest preliminary 
figures of the 1980 census, releas- 
ed by the Bureau in July, which 
showed a county population of 
61,955. 

The new figures are still called 
‘preliminary’ by census officials, 
who state that the counts will 
undergo further processing and 
review before the final report is 
made. The official count is ex- 
pected by next spring. However, 
the field operations are finished 
and the Birmingham office of the 
Bureau of the Census, which 


handled the Shelby County 
count, is now closed. Further 
reports will.come from Atlanta. 

Shelby County’s total popula- 
tion in the official 1970 census 
was 38,037. By 1978, when the 
county hired the census bureau to 
conduct a special census, the total 
population had grown to 56,081 
which was an increase of 18,044 
persons. The latest figures for the 
1980 census indicate that the total 
county growth for the past two 
years has been 8,115. 

The preliminary number of 
housing units in Shelby County is 
listed at 23,979. Each house, each 
condominium unit and each 
apartment is counted as a 
separate dwelling by the census.

Alabaster is the largest city in 
Shelby County with nearly 7,000 
people. Pelham is second with 
6,702.

Nonnie Keith was chilled to the 
bone Friday morning and his 
daughter thought she’d never get 
him warm again.

“I cried all night and called

Chelsea man found innocent 


A jury found a Chelsea man in- 
nocent of attempted murder last 
week when his case was tried in 
Shelby County Circuit Court. 

The state tried to prove that 
Daniel T. Carter had intended to 
cause trouble when he and his 
wife went to McManus Shell Ser- 
vice Station to settle a bill. 

Both he and McManus were 
wounded in the shooting spree 
.that followed an argument at the 
service station on the afternoon 
of April 25. 

It took the jury 45 minutes to 
bring in their verdict Thursday 
after the conclusion of the two 
day trial. 

Charges are still pending 
against Carter’s wife Peggy and 
the couple’s 16 year old son Larry 
who were with him that day. 

Defense attorney Richard Bur- 
ton admitted that Larry had fired 
the first shot which wounded 
McManus who then returned the 
fire. 


The family said they had gone 
to the service station only inten- 
ding to get Mrs. Carter’s car out 
of the compound where it had 
been stored since an accident 
Mar. 1, 

But it was brought out in 
testimony that Mrs. Carter 
thought the bill was too high and 
told McManus she had heard he 


deliberately ran the bill up on 
customers. 

She had tried, she said, to get 
the car on one or two other occa- 
sions, but could not find 
McManus at the station. 

Carols Ham, who testified for 
the state, said he had been at the 
Carter home prior to their trip to 
the service station and had seen 
Larry with a shotgun. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carter both took 
the stand but their son was not 
called to testify. 

Mrs. Carter and McManus 
both said they argued when Mrs. 
Carter went into the station with 
the money while her husband and 
son stayed in the car. 

There was name calling on 
both sides, they admitted, which 
resulted in Mrs. Carter spitting in 
McManus’ face. 

Angered by that act, 
McManus’ wife Linda then slap- 
ped Mrs. Carter and McManus 
stepped in to separate the two 
women, according to the 
testimony. 

When she ran from the station, 
the shot was fired from the car, 
Mrs. Carter said. 

Even though he was wounded 
by the blast which shattered the 
window in the service station, 
McManus told of drawing the 
pistol he carried inside his shirt 
and firing at the car.

Auburn president Philpott 


urges quality education 


All parts of public education in 
Alabama today are equally im- 
portant, former Auburn Univer- 
sity President Harry M. Philpott 
said during the University of 
Montevallo’s fall commencement 
exercises. 

Philpott said that some Alaba- 
mians have been wrongly saying 
that one level of education is 
more important than other levels, 
“Some say kindergarten is the 
key,”’ he said. ‘‘Some say 
elementary schools are of the 
greatest importance, and some 
secondary schools are the most 
important.”’ 

“But inevitably,’’ he added, 
**they say that higher education is 
doing okay. That’s tragic, 
because no one part should be 
favored. 

“If we are to have good educa- 
tion in Alabama, it needs to be 
quality education at all levels,”’ 
he said. ‘‘We citizens of this state 
should devote ourselves to the 
enhancement of the quality of 
education at all levels.’’ 

Speaking to some 130 degree 
candidates and their guests, 
Philpott said that the old saying, 
‘“‘What you don’t know won’t 
hurt you,”’ is damaging. ‘‘What 
you don’t know can hurt you a 
lot,’’ he said, reminding the 
graduates that they were only 
beginning their educations. 

Philpott received an honorary 


doctor of humanities degree from 
UM during the ceremony. His is 
the second honorary degree 
awarded at UM in the last 20 
years, UM President James F. 
Vickrey Jr. said.

Steven Douglas Johnson, 
Alabaster, BBA; Terri, N.

District Attorney Billy Hill and 
Assistant DA Mike Campbell 
contended that McManus was 
defending himself. 

After emptying his gun, 
McManus said he ran back into 
the service station and reloaded. 
When he returned to the car, he 
reported Carter was lying on the 
floor and begged him not to 
shoot. 

At that point, McManus said 
Carter pulled a pistol from 
underneath him and fired, hitting 
him in the head. 

When he went into the service 
station for more shells, McManus 
reported that Mrs. Carter jumped 
in the car and the family sped 
away. 

Carter claimed he was unaware 
his son was going to fire the 
shotgun until he heard the blast. 
And almost simultaneously, he 
said, the car windshield exploded 
from McManus’ shots, some of 
which hit him. 

The prosecution pointed out 
that it would have been hard for 
the older Carter not to have been 
aware of his son’s actions. 

They showed that the barrel of 
the gun had to go past his head to 
be fired out the front window of 
the car. 


And Hill also stressed that 
evidence produced by the 
shotgun blast proved McManus 
could not have been chasing Mrs. 
Carter out of the service station 
as she claimed. 

Besides McManus, his wife and 
Ham, the prosec ution also called 
Sheriff’s Department investigator 
Sgt. Bill Davenport and the doc- 
tor who operated on McManus to 
give testimony.

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« Calera becomes a city 


Calera is now officially a city. 

The U.S. Bureau of the Census 
notified the mayor and council 
that the population in Calera had 
exceeded the 2,000 mark and 
therefore qualifies as a city. 

The tabulations of the 1980 
Census show Calera with a 
population of 2,013 with 740 
homes within the city limits. 

In other business, the council 
discussed the possible financial 
effects of a rate hike levied on the 
city’s natural gas system. 
Southern Natural Gas Company 
has informed the city that Calera 
will experience a 21.79 percent in- 
crease in rates effective January 
1, 1981. } 

The council reported that the 
city’s gas engineer is studying the 
increase and the effect it will have 
on Calera’s customers. The coun- 
cil delayed any definite decision

on the issue until a report from 
the engineer is in hand. That 
report should be before the coun- 
cil at its January 5, 1981 meeting. 

According to a budget com- 
parison statement, the city has 
been biting the bullet on spending 
in the first two months of the 
fiscal year. The council budgeted 
$105,442 for October and 
November and only $86,322 has 
actually been spent. The council 
attributed the cushion to a sharp 
reduction in the city’s expen- 
ditures and hopes further belt 
tightening can be done without 
imposing any hardships to any of 
the city’s departments. 

The council discussed a pro- 
posal from the Planning and 
Zoning Board of Appeals. At 
present, all appeals are referred 
to the Circuit Court in Colum- 
biana. The Zoning Board ex-

pressed a need to handle the 
preliminary appeals locally first, 
then if necessary, have them 
heard in Circuit Court. Mayor 
Carl Prichard said he would have 
three nominees for the Appeals 
Board at the next meeting of the 
council.

Councilman W.B. Watts said 
that he thought the monument 
that is to be erected in front of 
the new fire hall could be done 
without cost by volunteers. The 
council took that into considera- 
tion and voted to scratch the 
monument from the blueprints of 
the fire hall now under construc- 
tion. The move should save the 
city approximately $1800. 

The council voted in favor of 
purchasing property behind the 
present fire hall for $20,000. 
When the deal is finalized, a 
home that is now on the property 
will be removed to facilitate a 
possible parking lot.

State sets social 
study book hearing 


The State Textbook Commit- 
tee has made its recommenda- 
tions for adoption of textbooks 
for the subject area of Social 
Studies. The recommendations of 
the committee will be considered 
for adoption by the State Board 
of Education on January 22, 
1981. A list of the recommended 
books is available from the State 


Department of Education, 

In accordance with Section 7 of 
the Free Textbook Law, Act 221, 
Special Session 1965, a public 
hearing concerning the books 
listed will be held on January 22, 
1981, at 10 a.m. and will be held 
in Room 480 of the State Office 
Building, Montgomery, 
Alabama. 


Juries now drawn from 


state driver records 


The State Administrative Of- 
fice of Courts is utilizing 
Alabama’s computerized driver’s 
license list to assist jury commis- 
sions in 37 counties in qualifying 
persons for jury service. Shelby, 
Talladega, St. Clair and Bibb 
counties are included in the 37. 

Chief Justice C.C. Torbert, Jr. 
said that using the computer pro- 
cess for random selection and 
mailing juror qualification ques- 
tionnaires jn these counties will 
significantly reduce the $300,000 
it cost in 1978 to manually 
operate the system of filling 
master jury boxes in each county 
of the state. 

Under state law the master jury 
box in each county must be emp- 
tied and refilled every two years. 

Some 90,000 state citizens in 
these 37 counties have received 
the qualifying questionnaire. 
They were randomly selected 
from persons age 19 and above 
who hold a valid Alabama 
driver’s license or a non-driver 
identification card. Alabama law 


no longer allows for any class ex- 
emptions from jury service or 
automatic exemption for those 
over age 65. 

The state’s driver’s license list 
has been determined to be the 
best source list available in most 
counties for selection of an ac- 
ceptable cross-section of persons 
to be called as prospective jurors. 
It is updated in full every four 
years. 

The computerized process was 
implemented to provide a more 
manageable system for local jury 
commissions and to reduce the 
administrative expense of refill- 
ing the master jury boxes, During 
the previous qualification period 
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in 1978, the cost of operating the 
process manually exceeded 
$300,000. The computerized pro- 
cess should decrease this amount 
in half by allowing a a reduction 
in the amount of clerical 
assistance and utilizing pre-sorted 
first class postal rates. 

Torbert says this reduction in 
cost will allow the court system to 
provide those receiving the ques- 
tionnaires with a pre-stamped 


envelope returnable to their local , 


jury commission, 

The questionnaires are re- 
quired to be completed and 
returned within ten days of 
receipt. When jury commissions 
receive the completed question- 
naire, the commission places the 
names of those persons it 
qualifies for service in the trial 
court jury boxes. From these 
boxes, the names of persons are 
again randomly selected to serve 
on grand juries and trial court 
juries.

A story currently circulating 
about veterans’ benefits is un- 
true, according to Jim Mayhew, 
Veterans Affairs officer for 
Shelby County. 

Mayhew advises all veterans 
that the erroneous story says that 
WWII veterans will receive a divi- 
dend of 65 cents per $1,000 of GI 
insurance for each month of ser- 
vice. 

He indicated that Congress has 
not passed any such bill and that 
the story should be entirely 
disregarded.

Dorothy Etress is having trou- 
ble drawing her next breath. And 
the laws of the land are written in 
such a way she cannot get any 
help from the usual government 
sources. 

Beulah Whatley, director of 
vocational rehabilitation for 
Shelby County has asked for 
donations from the public to help 
Mrs. Etress through a very dif- 
ficult time. Mrs. Whatley says 
she searched everywhere, tried 
every government source, and 
simply cannot find any resources 
to supply Mrs. Etress’ needs 
other than appealing to the public 
for help. 

Mrs. Etress, who lives east of 
Harpersville, near the Coosa 
River bridge is suffering from 
*‘bronchial asthma with chronic 
pulmonary insufficiency and 
respiratory insufficiency.’ 

She requires oxygen at various 
times every day so she can 
breathe. 

With the help of her treating 
physician, Mrs. Etress had an ar- 
rangement worked out for ren- 
ting an oxygen machine. 
However, her house burned to 
the ground last month, destroy- 
ing the machine and almost 
everything she had.

Tony Martin, coordinator of 
outpatient services for the UAB 
Regional Substance Abuse Pro- 
gram, says attempting three tried 
and true exercises gives a good 
hint as to a person’s general state 
of intoxiction. ‘‘This is par- 
ticularly helpful for infrequent 
drinkers, who are not in the habit 
of monitoring the physiological 
signs which could warn them that 
it is time to turn away from the 
bar,’’ he says. 


First, close your eyes and touch 
your forefinger directly to your 
nose. Second, close your eyes and 
stand on one leg without wobbl- 
ing for a few seconds. Last, try to 
walk several yards in a straight 
line. 

“This test is so old and 
hackneyed that we tend ‘to laugh 
when we think of it--but it really 
does give a general indication of 
how intoxicated you are,”’ says 
Martin. ‘‘Needless to say, if you 
can’t pass this test, you do not 
need to be behind the wheel of a 
car.”’ 

Martin also has this tip to help 
save the infrequent drinker from 
feeling lousy and making a fool 
of himself--and possibly prevent 
a drunk-driving incident. 
‘‘Remember that alcohol is ab- 
sorbed more slowly on a full 
stomach, so have something to 
eat with or before you drink,’’ he 
cautions. ‘‘If you think that just

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The poem, ‘Visit from St. Nicholas’ 


was written as Christmas present

‘Happy Christmas to all, and 
to all a good-night.”’ 

These heart-warming and 
familiar words, so dear to all, 
complete Clement Clarke 
Moore’s beloved poem, A Visit 
from St. Nicholas, 

Dr, Moore, a classical scholar 
and part-time poet, wrote his im- 
mortal and whimsical poem on a 
cold Christmas Eve in 1822, as a 
present he had promised to his 
children. 


Clement Clarke Moore is best 
remembered for having created 
the now popular image of Santa 
Claus, that happy, portly, white 
bearded figure, dressed in fur, 
smoking a pipe, and carrying a 
bulging sack of toys over his 
shoulder. It is thought that an old 
Dutch handyman who drove Dr. 
Moore’s sleigh the night the poem 
was written was the model for the 
cherubic Santa figure.

The young family memorized 
the poem they loved so, although 
Dr. Moore thought little of it and 
relegated it to a desk drawer. 


Sometime after the holiday, a 
family acquaintance, intrigued 
with the fascinating and spell- 
binding tale, sent a copy to her 
local newspaper, where it was re- 
printed. Unfortunately, she forgot 
to say who had written the de- 
lightful poem, and for some years 
it was reprinted ‘‘anonymously”’ 
in other papers and magazines. 

Later, in the 1860’s, Thomas 
Nast, an American political car- 
toonist, created the rotund, kindly 
Santa we know, in his fur- 
trimmed red suit. 


A collection of verse printed in 
1837, called The New York Book 
of Poetry, carried Dr. Moore's 
poem with his name. And it was 
also included in a volume of Dr.

Department of Pensions 
and Security 

Christmas is a joyous season 
for most children, but that joy 
can be dimmed on Christmas 
morning if there is little under the 
tree. 

Commissioner Gary Cooper of 
the State Department of Pensions 
and Security said that there are 
approxmately 4,200 children in 
Alabama foster care, and that 
their Christmases may not be as 
bright as they should be without 
the generosity of Alabama 
citizens. 

“Our foster parents provide 
warmth and affection and the 
necessities of life to the children 
in their care,’’ said Cooper, ‘‘but 
few of the foster parents can af- 
ford the additional costs of 
Christmas purchases.”’ 

Cooper pointed out that 
children usually stay in foster 
family homes only temporarily 
until permanent plans can be 
made for the chilclren. These per- 
manent plans might include 
returning to their natural parents 
or relatives or placing tivem for 
adoption. 

Most county Departments of 
Pensions and Security help foster 
parents in providing gifts for the 
children during the holiday 
season. Christmas projects vary 
from county to county, but they 
include accepting cash donations, 
or toys and clothing. 

In some counties, projects are 
conducted by the foster parents 
themselves who have formed 
their own organizations. 

“If you want to help or learn 
more about the needs in your 
community, I urge you to call the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security in your county,”’ said 
Cooper. ‘‘The county depart- 
ments also know of children and 
families other than foster 
children who need help this 
Christmas.’’ 

Cooper added that private 
citizens can make contributions 
directly to county Departments 
of Pensions and Security or 
foster parent associations. The 
gifts will be distributed to 
children who might not otherwise 
enjoy a very merry Christmas. 


Holly is natural 
rebirth symbol 


The bright colors of holly, with 
its glossy green leaves and vivid 
red berries, make it a natural 
symbol of rebirth and life in the 
winter-white mantle of northern 
climates. 


Holly occupies an important 
place in the legends and lore of 
Christmas, as well as being cred- 
ited with having magical and 
medicinal powers. 

It was believed in England, 
long ago, that prickly holly with 
its spiney leaves was ‘‘he"’ holly 
and that the smooth leaved holly 
was ‘‘she.’’ Whatever type of 
holly was brought into the house 
first at Christmas would deter- 
mine who would head the 
household—‘‘he”’ or ‘‘she.”’ 


Another legend observed that if 
holly was brought into the house 
on a fair day, the wife would rule, 
but if the weather was bad, the 
husband would be the master. 


And curiously, hollys was be- 
lieved to cure toothaches, banish 
rickets and possibly foretell the 
name of a future husband to a 
questioning young woman.
